“It appears that 400 large heads 
contained 21,515 grains; 600 medium 
heads, 19,888 grains; and 900 small 
heads, 22,955 grains, or an average 
of 53.8 grains for large heads, 33.2 
grains for medium heads, and 25.5 
grains for small heads; while the 
grains from 400 large heads weighed 
2 ounces more than from 900 small 
heads. This is surely a wonderful 
variation and clearly demonstrates the 
importance of securing large and uni- 
form heads. It required 753 grains 
from large heads to weigh an ounce 
and 876 from small heads, indicating

OATS ON CORNSTALK GROUND. 


A correspondent of Hardin county, 
Iowa, writes: 

“Please give us your best method for 
raising a good crop of oats on corn- 
stalk ground.” 

First, we would break the cornstalks 
with a cornstalk cutter. Next, if the 
corn had been given deep culture, so 
that the land was ridged, we would 





sible amount of sunlight. If we used 
the drill, we would prepare the ground 
thoroughly by disking and harrow be- 
fore sowing. 

Why do we recommend this method 
rather than plowing? Because oats 
require an unusual amount of moisture 
to grow a full crop, about 25 per cent 
more than wheat er clover, and about 
40 per cent more than corn. If time 
were taken to plow the ground and 
cultivate it so thoroughly as to secure 
a proper seed bed, the seeding would 
necessarily be late, and for late see- 
ing an increased amount of seed would 
have to be sown, as the amount of 
stooling is determined to a great ex- 
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and with just as much profit as breed- 
ing corn. 


No farmer should sow any kind of 
With a fanning mill constructed for 
that purpose, or with sieve, the ebject 
being to select the largest and plump- 
est grains. Any farmer can do this 
who will supply himself with a fan- 
ning mili, which can easily be done, 
and then spend some little time in the 
winter, when his time is comparatively 
cheap, in grading the seed which he 
intends to sow the next spring, and 
while he is grading it he may as well 
treat his seed oats for smut by the 
formalin method and thus be ready to 
Sow the best seed untainted with the 
Smut disease when the season comes. 

Farmers who have a little leisure 
on their hands can go one step further 
and select, just before harvest, the 
largest heads and from these select 
the largest grains and sow these in

The cul- 
tivation of the corn, if that has been 
done properly, goes far toward prepar- 
ing an ideal seed bed for oats; there- 
fore, all that is necessary to do to 
raise a good crop of oats on corn- 
stalks is to form a dust mulch and at 
the same time cover the oats and se- 
cure a level, smooth surface. Whether 
it is sowing winter wheat, winter rye, 
or Oats on cornstalks, it is always 
better not to disturb the seed bed 
which has been formed by the proper 
cultivation of the corn. 

It is needless to say that if the 
ground was rich we would sow an 
early variety of oats. If, however, the 
land was thin and poor, we would sow 
a later variety, as the earlier varieties 
have a two weeks shorter time to pro- 
duce a crop and require richer land 
than do the later. 





In selecting a breed of fowls, choose 
what the market demands. One of 
the general purpose breeds is best for 
the farm flock. The market demands 
a medium sized bird, from five to six 
pounds for the table.

A NEW CROP OF GRASS QUESTIONS | 


For sOme reason We are having an 
unusuai number of questions from 
Missouri. Missouri tarmers are just 
beginning to see the help that Wal- 
laces’ Farmer may be to them. A cor- 
respondent of Platte county, Missouri, 
submits two or three questions some- 
what different from any we have re- 
ceived heretofore. He is on the Mis- 
souri slope, in the loess formation, 
and he compiains that in his timber 
pasture, well set in blue grass, the 
black leaf mold grows a scattering sod 
and in wet times pulls up in grazing. 
He wishes to know if cultivating these 
pastures a few years would help the 
land to sod better and grow better 
grass afterwards, and cites the fact 
that the best pasture he has is one 
that has been used for beef cattle. 
He attributes the improvement to the 
tramping and to the droppings of the 
cattle, 

The loess formation, or that which 
characterizes the land along the Mis- 
souri river on both sides, is not as 
good grass land as lands on the east- 
ern slope of lowa that have more clay 
in their subsoil and nence are more 
retentive of moisture. These lands are 
exceedingly rich, among the very rich- 
est in the state, or in any state. The 
subsoil is very porous, the water sinks 
down to a great depth, and the land 
dries out quite quickly. These lands, 
where intended for pasture, should be 
plowed as little as possible and can 
be trampled by cattle with impunity 
even in a wet time which would 
puddle lands om the east side of the 
great divide, both in Missouri and 
Iowa, which marks the dividing place 
of the streams that empty into the 
two rivers. We believe a better sod 
can be obtained by not plowing them 
at all, but simply seeding to blue grass 
and other grasses On the bare sod and 
then pasturing. 

Our correspondent further states 
that he grows orchard grass and clover 
for pasture and that this combination 
makes a most excellent hay the first 
year after sowing but the second year 
the orchard grass predominates. He 
has 140 acres which has been treated 
in that way and this year it will be 
almost all orchard grass. He wishes 
to know if sowing clover seed on 40 
acres which he intends to mow would 
be practical and would help the 
meadow next year. 

We believe it would. In case he had 
allowed the second crop of clover to 
mature seed and allowed it to be pas- 
tured off or tramped in, we think he 
would have had no difficulty in having 
a good stand of clover starting the 
second year and coming to maturity 
the third. The great trouble with or- 
chard grass is that it grows bunchy. 
Clover should fill up the spaces be- 
tween the bunches. In fact, the best 
aftermath we ever saw was on a 
meadow in Pennsylvania treated in 
this way. 

Sixty acres of this 140 he wants to 
put in a permanent pasture by sowing 
blue grass seed on the orchard grass 
and wishes to know how much blue 
grass seed he should sow, how he 


should cover it, and whether adding 











clover seed to the blue grass would 
help the pasture. ; 

We think it would. Four pounds of 
blue grass seed would be ample and 
with it he might sow five or six 
pounds of clover seed, half mammoth 
and half common red. We would sow 
the clover seed and harrow it in as 
early in the spring as possible, and 
then would turn in the cattle, say in 
May or June. The tramping of the 
cattle would not hurt the clover or the 
blue grass, but there will not be much 
blue grass in evidence the first year. 
It will, however, take even orchard 
grass in the course of eight or ten 
years. We used this mixture once on 
land in southern Iowa and it took 
about ten years for the blue grass to 
smother out the orchard grass. 

On another forty acres our corre- 
spondent is sowing oats, orchard grass 
and clover, and wishes to know if 
English blue grass seed would help it 
out, or whether he had better sow 
blue grass with it. 

We would sow both, say two or 
three pounds of blue grass seed and 
twice as much English blue grass, the 
true name of which is meadow fescue, 
and which should do well on that soil. 

He asks further if blue grass seed 
grown in southwestern Iowa on soils 
that have never been broken up is 
superior to Kentucky blue grass seed, 
and if the Kentucky blue grass seed 
is not better cured than that in south- 
western Iowa. 

The blue grass seed in southwestern 
Iowa is identical with the Kentucky 
blue grass, having been brought direct 
from there, some of it by the editor of 
this paper. It grows as luxuriantly 
in that section as it does in Kentucky, 
if we are to judge from observation 
in both places. The value of the blue 
grass seed depends on how it is cured. 
We have on our own farm cured blue 
grass seed which tested 95 per cent 
germination, whereas 45 per cent is 
regarded by the government as good 
seed. If our correspondent can get 
seed from that section, properly cured, 
he can buy no better. 

Still further, he wishes to sow a 
field of eighteen and one-half acres of 
orchard grass meadow in alfalfa and 
wishes to know whether he should try 
to get this field in shape this spring 
and sow, or break after cutting for 
seed and sow the alfalfa in the fall, or 
to sow sorghum and alfalfa together 
and be sure of getting one crop in the 
fall. 

If he has not grown alfalfa before, 
we would not take so large a field as 
an experiment, but try an acre or two. 
Tt ought to grow in that section. But 
whatever we tried with alfalfa, we 
would prepare a thorough seed bed, 
which under very favorable circum- 
stances might be prepared after the 
orchard grass see@ is removed, but 
not under unfavorable circumstances. 
A crop of sorghum could be grown 
after that date. We had rather take 
an acre or two, plow it this spring, 
give it thorough cultivation, then drill 
in alfalfa in the fall. This will. deter- 
mine whether alfalfa can be grown in 
that section or not, and it can not be 
satisfactorily determined in any other 
way. We would not sow sorghum with 
alfalfa. 





SEED CORN IN MISSOURI. 


A Bates county, Missouri. corre- 
spondent writes: 


“We will either have to buy corn 
for seed outside the state or plant old 
corn. Some good farmers say that 
corn will not do well here until accli- 
mated, while others claim that it does 
not make any difference. Four years 
ago I picked seed from some white 
corn brought from Nebraska. This 
corn yielded fifty bushels per acre the 
first season. The seed planted out- 
yielded the yellow forty bushels to the 
acre on what I considered poorer 
land.” 

Seed corn brought from the south 
to the north seldom does its best the 
first year through lack of acclimation. 
It is doubtful, in fact, whether it does 
its best under any circumstances 
when taken to a new climate. The 
out-yielding of which our correspond- 
ent speaks was not due to the change 
in climate, but to the fact that it was 
a better variety of corn and probably 
more carefully bred. We have often 
known cases where a change of seed 
corn added from ten to fifteen bush- 
els to the yield. There is just as 
much difference between well bred 
seed corn and corn that has had no 
breeding as there is between well bred 
cattle and scrubs. 

We do not advise any man to buy 
foreign seed for his entire crop. but 
it will pay every man to buy a half 
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| and adapt themselves more or 


bushel of seed corn from some careful 
breeder, Or some careful seedsman 
who has the corn grown under his di- 
rections and from his selection. It is 
the well bred seed that you want. 

Of course, we would not take the 
late corns from the south and plant 
them in the north, but there are 
medium corns that have a wide range 
less 
readily to any climate. The better 
bred the corn, the stronger its vitality 
and the more easily it adapts itself to 
changed conditions. 


THE CORN AND BLUE GRASS BELT. 


A Clarke county, Iowa, correspond- 
ent writes us to know the width of 
the corn and blue grass belt, sta.ing 
that some of his neighbors seem to 
think that the blue grass belt is only 
twenty miles wide, or covering about 
the width of their county in southern 
Iowa. 

In this they are greatly mistaken. 
Blue grass does magnificently in the 
limestone districts of Tennessee and 
Kentucky, in the carboniferous sec- 
tions of Missouri, all over Indiana, 
Illinois, and Iowa, and up through 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. It will 
thrive wherever there is twenty-five 
inches of rainfall and a carboniferous 
soil, whether that be the result of the 
decomposition of limestone rocks lo- 
cally or whether it be an ingredient of 
the drift which covers nearly the en- 
tire country from northern Missouri 
north we suppose to the north pole. 
Blue grass does not do well where 
there is less than twenty inches of 
rainfall. 

Our correspondent will see that the 
range of these two plants is by no 
means the same. Blue grass will grow 
splendidly far north of where corn can 
be grown successfully; on the other 
hand, corn will grow one or two hun- 
dred miles west of blue grass because 
it requires less water. It is common 
to call southern Iowa the blue grass 
country, but it is no more a blue grass 
country than eastern Iowa or north- 
eastern Iowa. We do not think there 
is a square mile in the state in which 
blue grass will not thrive except it be 
a sand bank or a swamp. 





HOW THE LEGUMES INCREASE 
FERTILITY. 


A correspondent of Boone county, 
Nebraska, a hundred miles west of 
Omaha, writes: 

“I am informed that in locatities 
where clover thrives, they have fertil- 
ized by a system of crop rotation. 
Of course, all this is very familiar to 


you, but to me it is not, as I have 


never had any experience in farming 
except in this part of Nebraska. I 
wish to ask how the theorists account 
for soil fertilization by clover. Do 
they think that the clover plant takes 
elements of fertility from the air and 
stores them in the soil? Or does the 
plant root down into soil that has 
not been exhausted and bring up ele- 
ments of fertility to the surface? 

“My reason for these questions is 
this: We have not succeeded as yet 
in growing red clover here success- 
fully, but we have alfalfa, which we 
are told is equal to red clover as a for- 
ago plant and fertilizer. Since the al- 
falfa plant penetrates this soil to a 
great depth, if it can bring up that la- 
tent fertility and store it within reach 
of cultivation, then the problem of fer- 
tilization for us in this locality is 
solved.” 

For the sake of many of our new 
subscribers, who, like this one, may 
not have read what we have been say- 
ing for ten years on this important 
point, we repeat: Clover, alfalfa, peas. 
beans, and all the other legumes, fer- 
tilize the soil in three ways. 

First, they are able to utilize the 
nitrogen of the atmosphere through 
the germ life in the tubercles that may 
be found on the roots of all plants 
belonging to the ofder of leguminosae. 
No other family of plants can do this, 
hence the legumes have always had 
and always will have a place in any 
rotation where the fertility of the soil 
is maintained. It is not necessary to 
state just how the germ life in the 
tubercles on the roots utilizes the free 
nitrogen which comprises about four- 
fifths of our atmosphere. The fact 
has been established within the last 
twenty years beyond all possible doubt 
or peradventure and will have to be 
taken as one of the accepted truths of 
agriculture. It explains why all kinds 
of non-leguminous crops do well after 
a legume, and why farmers from the 
time of Virgil and Cato, the elder, 
have recommended the use of this fam- 
ily of plants. 











There is no leguminous crop which 
will not, while producing a large amount 
of flesh forming or nitrogeous food, 
leave more nitrogen in the soil than 
was in 1t when the crop was planted. 
This has been demonstrated by re 
peated experiments in pot culture 
where the nitrogen in the soil was pos 
itively known before planting the le 
gume, where the amount taken off py 
the plant was known with like abgso- 
lute correctness, and where the amount 
left in the soil was determined with 
equal accuracy. While all the legumes 
store nitrogen in this way in the soi]. 
the deep-rooted plants, such as clover 
and alfalfa, no doubt bring up from 
below the nitrogen which is washed 
down by rains and utilize it as wel] 
as the potash and phosphoric acid in 
the Jower soils. While the larger pro 
portion of available fertility is in the 
top foot of the soil, more or less of 
it is, however, washed down in the 
form of nitrate by rains, and the great 
fertility of western soils in the arid 
regions where water can be applied 
artificially is due to the scanty rain 
fall which does not wash down the fer 
tility of the surface to such a great 
extent as it does in the eastern, and 
especially the southern states, where 
the winters are open and the washing 
out process goes on all the 
around. 

All these plants, as well as all 
others, add to the available fertility 
of the soil by adding humus, or parti 
ally decomposed vegetable matter 
without which all soils are hopelessly 
barren. The burnt clay which the rail- 
roads use for ballast is simply dead 
soil from which all humus has been re- 
moved by burning, and all germ life 
as well, for the germs that render any 
soil fertile can live only on humus, 
and that is the reason why grass does 
not grow on this dead soil or ballast. 
There is no humus, therefore no germ 
life, and hence no possibility of plant 
growth. 

The great value of clover lies in the 
fact that by its root system it distri- 
butes this humus matter so evenly 
through the soil, both horizontally and 
longitudinally, that plants get the 
greatest possible use of it. Alfalfa dis- 
tributes the humus material, for humus 
is simply partially decompcsed vege- 
table matter, in the same way. It does 
not, however, lend itself to rotation as 
readily as does clover, and _ hence 
where clover can be grown success- 
fully it is doubtful if alfalfa should be 
generally introduced. A man who has 
a field of alfalfa does not like to plow 
it up under less than from five to ten 
years, hence it is not so valuable for 
rotation purposes as clover. Where 
however, alfalfa can be grown as well 
as it can in the region where our cor- 
respondent farms, and clover can be 
grown only with great difficulty. we 
would not try to grow clover, but 
would adapt our rotation as far as pos- 
sible to the requirements of alfalfa 

We believe in that section, however, 
farmers can use the sweet clover, or 
melilotus alba. as a source of soil 
fertility or for storing the land with 
ritrogen where alfalfa can not be cul- 
tivated. It has comparatively little 
value as a forage crop, cattle not lik- 
ing it, but as a soil renovator it is. 
we think, fully equal to red clover and 
will grow where red clover can not be 
grown. Cattle do not like it, but in 
time learn to like it, and we believe 
it is worth while experimenting with 
in localities west of the clover belt 
where alfalfa does not succeed.

PEAS AS A NURSE CROP FOR 
CLOVER. 


A correspondent of Bates 
Missouri, writes as follows: 

“Some years ago I had a six-acre 
field adjoining a meadow that T 
wished to seed down. On five acres 
I sowed oats at the rate of two and 
one-half bushels per acre. On the 
other acre I sowed one bushel of Can- 
ada fleld peas with one and one-half 
bushels of oats. The grass seed all 
came up as evenly as one could wish 
but about cutting time the clover and 
timothy disappeared where sown with 
oats alone, while on the pea ground 
the stand was perfect and as rank as 
two-year-old grass. Hence, I would 
suggest that if practicable grass seed 
may be sown with peas and oats. 

If our correspondent sowed late 
oats, we can readily understand why 
his young grasses disappeared. If the 
peas and oats were cut for hay not 
later than the middle of June, we 
ean understand why he was success-

ful. Do not sow grass seed in no 
drier sections of the country with 
late oats unless you want to throw 


away your seed. 
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BABY BEEF. 


A correspondent of Richardson coun- 


ty, 
that ran with the cows all summer, 
have not fallen away but are improv- 
g every day on shredded fodder and 
and wishes to know whether it 
will pay him to feed them heavier 
and get them ready for market the 
last of May, or hire pasture and run 
them over to fall. He thinks he can 
make them weigh from 500 to 700 
pounds apiece. 

As these calves are doing nicely and 
gaining, we would gradually get them 
on to full feed and sell them as baby 
beef say in June or July.

It 
will be regulated to some extent by 
the corn crop. If he can get these calves 
fat enough, he will get more clear 
money out of them in June than in 
from June.

THE AGRICULTURAL GRADUATE. 

A correspondent of Vermillion coun- 
ty, Indiana, writes: 

“What is the man with real stuff 
in him worth after having honestly 
earned his degree of B. S. A, or Bach- 
elor of Scientific Agriculture?” 

We take it that this inquiry comes 
from a young man who is hesitating 
as to whether he should stay on the 
farm or go to the agricultural college, 
and that he wants to know what a 
thorough agricultural college educa- 
tion is worth. It is worth everything 
to him if he will use it right. We are 
not talking now about the town boy 
who goes to the agricultural college 


because the education is cheap and 
the associations better than those 
usually furnished in the town, but 
about the farm boy who has in his 
earlier years acquired a_ thorough 
knowledge of the mechanical opera- 


knowledge which the farm boy ac- 
quires without knowing it. It would 
pay this boy, if he can, and he nearly 
always can if he wishes, to take a 
thorough four years’ course at the 
agricultural college. 

If he should go back to the farm, he 
will be able to farm far more intelli- 
gently and more successfully than any 
of his neighbors, no matter how good 
farmers they may be. He will know 
the why of many things which the 
best farmers practice, not because they 


experience has taught them that this 
is the best way to do. As an invest- 
ment, it will pay him better than a 
six per cent mortgage. 

If he does not desire to go back to 
the farm, there are all kinds of open- 
ings for him in the government employ 
with good wages, or as superintendent 
of large farms owned by men who do 
not know anything about farming, in 
the management of creameries, can- 
ning factories, and other openings 
which will increase in number and in 
value as the years go by. If he takes 
a high standing in the agricultural 
college, he can pursue a post graduate 
course for two years in the Agricul- 
tural Department at Washington at a 
salary which will pay his expenses, and 
if he develops any superior ability his 
fortune is made. A tobacco expert, 
for example, now gets a salary of 
about $4,000 per year; a good judge of 
live stock can command as much, or 
more, in the stock yards at Chicago. 
Other countries are taking our best 
men even at higher prices, and the 
department itself is drawing heavily 
on the best professors of the various 
experiment stations. 

Our friend can rest assured that 
when he graduates with a high stand- 
Ing at any of the agricultural colleges, 
there will be 4 job waiting for him 
that will perhaps pay more present 
Wages than the management of his 
Own farm and will continue to do so 
until the demand is supplied. Farm- 


Ing is becoming more and more an art 
and a science and the man who has 
the “know-how,” whether he works 
his own land or not, will find an in- |

A correspondent of Cherokee county, 
lowa, asks where he can get sugar 
cane seed (We suppose he means sor- 
ghum), and if he can sow barley on 
the land and get it off in time to sow 
the cane; if not, when is the best time 
to sow it, and should he drill it in or 
sow broadcast. 

Sorghum seed can be had from any 
of our seed advertisers, and he had 
better buy soon and test it before he 
sows it, as sorghum seed is oiten of 
low germinating power. In eastern 
Iowa, We would recommend sowing it 
broadcast, but on the western slope 
and in Kansas and Nebraska, it is bet- 
ter to drill it in so as to have two- 
thirds of the land in sorghum and one- 
third for cultivation. This will enable 
you to grow a heavy crop even in a 
dry year, whereas it sown broadcast 
it will suffer from drouth as it did 
last year. Sowing in this way, it can 
be cut with a binder after the first 
frost. 

We would not risk in that latitude 
growing a crop of sorghum atter 
barley is removed, but would plow the 
land early, cultivate it two or three 
times, get it in first-class condition, 
and plant as above directed. 





THE BEST BREED OF CATTLE. 


A Jones county, Iowa, correspondent 
asks which of the beef breeds of cat- 
tle we believe offers the best induce- 
ments to any One who wishes to estab- 
lish a fairly good herd of breeding cat- 
tle, and wishes to know if we think 
the breeding of Short-horns will be 
overdone by growing a supply for 
which there will not be a profitable 
demand. 

As we ave often stated before, 
there is no best breed of cattle, nor 
will there be any overproduction of 
beef cattle of any kind for many years 
so long as the laboring classes are em- 
ployed at present wages. It is not 
overproduction but underconsumption 
that ruins markets. Speculation in 
cattle, as in anything else, some times 
pushes the price up above the normal, 
but this in time will regulate itself. 

Replying to the first question, we 
would say the breed of cattle which

SAND OR HAIRY VETCH. 


A Buena Vista county, Iowa, corres- 
pondent asks the following questions 
with regard to sand or hairy vetch: 

“Will it go to seed the first year 
when put in in the spring? What 
is the average yield of seed per acre? 
What is the best method of harvest- 
ing? Can it be thrashed with a 
thrashing machine like grain? Will 
the straw be of any account for feed? 
After taking off either a hay or seed 
crop, will it make fall pasture for 
cows? Will it produce hay or seed 
crops more than one year from one 
seeding? How will it compare with 
clover as a paying crop for either seed 
or hay? How should it be made into 
hay? How many tons would be an 
average crop? Ifcut for hay, at what 
stage of growth? About what time 
would it mature for seed?” 

These questions show that the na- 
ture of hairy vetch is not understood. 
We can answer them best by stating 
its true character. While it may be 
sown in the spring as a hay crop with 
spring wheat or oats to hold it up, it 
is more properly a winter annual, the 
same as winter wheat; therefore, is 
generally sown in the fall at the usual] 
time of sowing winter wheat. We 
would not sow it alone for a seed 
crop as it lies down and would be ex- 
ceedingly difficult to harvest. Being 
an annual, it will not make any fall 
pasture after harvest, but will come 
up from shatterings. In the time of 
sowing and seeding it is just like 


| 
| 








| soil, and 
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winter wheat. We have heretofore 
recommended it only for sowing in 
orchards as‘a cover crop where it will 
ripen its seed about the time or win- 
ter wheat and grow up trom the shat- 
terings, and hence reseed. 

As to its value when sown with win- 
ter wheat or rye, we reter to a recent 
bulletin issued by the Tennessee Ikx- 
periment Station, which has experi- 
mented quite extensively with hairy 
vetch by sowing it with winter bar- 
ley, winter wheat, and winter Oats, 
and from their long summary we 
quote: 

“Hairy vetch is a winter growing 
legume. Grown singly it made a max- 
imum yield of green crop of 7.78 tons 
and 1.85 tons of cured hay per acre. 
Combined with barley it yielded as 
high as 3.28 tons of cured hay; with 
wheat, 3.72 tons; and with oats, 1.60 
tons. The vetch combines well with 
oats, wheat and barley for pasture and 
hay, the principal drawback to its cul- 
ture being the cost of the seed which 
ranges trom $8 to $10 per bushel. (It 


is cheaper now. For rates write to 
our advertisers of grass seeds.— 
Ed). As it is easy to cultivate, there 


is no reason why every farmer should 
not produce his own seed and thus 
obviate the greatest difficulty in the 
way of its extensive culture.” 

According to this report, vetch con- 
tains a little over twice as much pro- 
tein or flesh forming substance, ton 
for ton, as clover hay and about the 
same amount of carbohydrates, and 
about 10 per cent more fat. It is, 
therefore, in every respect superior to 
clover hay. Practically, however, it 
can be grown for seed only in combi- 
nation with some winter grain. 

In northern Iowa, we would sow it 
the last of August or the first of 
September with rye and harvest the 
crops together either for seed or for 
hay. If for hay, we would cut them 
when the rye is in the dough stage, 
which in the section above mentioned 
would probably be from the 20th to 
the 25th of June. If for seed, we 
would cut, bind, thrash, and separate 
the seed with a fanning mill. 

We have not said much about hairy 
vetch except for orchard covering, but 
in view of the Tennessee experiments 
we are inclined to believe, especially 
in the southern part of the winter 
wheat section, where clover does not 
grow well, that it will probably be the 
best substitute for clover as a forage 
crop that can be grown. The only 
objection is the high price of the seed, 
and our advice to farmers in all sec- 
tions next fall is to buy a bushel and 
sow it at the rate of from a quarter 
to a half bushel per acre with winter 
wheat or winter rye, and thus get 
a start in the seed. We have believed 
for some time that there is a great 
future for this plant, but have hesi- 
tated to express it until we had an op- 
portunity for making personal obser- 
vations or securing the results of ex- 
periments made by the stations. 





ALKALI LANDS. 

A subscriber of Sac county, Iowa, 
writes us: 

“Please let me know which is the 
best grass to sow on alkali soil in 
Stevens county, Minnesota.” 

Alkali is a name given to various 
kinds of salts which may be found in 
excess either in the arid or semi-arid 
districts, or in the humid districts 
where there is deficient natural or 
artificial drainage. There are two 
forms Of alkali; one known as black 
alkali, which is deadly to almost any 
kind of valuable plant. It is known 
as carbonate of soda. White alkali is 
made up of common salt, sulphate of 
soda and carbonate of soda. The only 
way to make soils with black alkali 
capable of cultivation is to apply large 
quantities of gypsum, or land plaster, 
about two and one-half times as much 
as there is black alkali in the soil. 

These various salts are the result 
of the decomposition of the rocks the 
country over, and the reason they are 
not found in the humid, or rainy, 
districts of the country is because 
they are washed out of the lands, as 
they accumulate, into the rivers. In 
Iowa, for example, they are found 
only in ponds or lands too wet for or- 
dinary cultivation, and the efficient 
remedy therefore is drainage. When 
lands are thoroughly drained, the rains 
wash the excess of alkali out of the 
some of these salts which 
remain become instead of a damage a 
very valuable source of fertility, es- 
pecially in the form of potash. 

There is scarcely any grass of any 
use that will do well on a soil that 
contains very much alkali. The only 
ones recommended by the Department 
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of Agriculture, in Bulletin No. 97, are 
wild rye, which we would not culti- 
vate on account of its tendency to 
ergotize, and redtop. This also ergot- 
izes, but seldom to such an extent as 
to make the hay dangerous. The only. 
other grasses available for cultivation 
in Minnesota on this land are some of 
the agropyrons which grow so luxuri- 
antly on the lands having a large 
amount of alkali in the Dakotas and 
further west. The only one of these 
of which we know seed to be available 
is the agropyron tenerum, or, as it is 
called in the United States, slender 
wheat grass, and in Manitoba and 
other parts of the British possessions, 
western rye grass. This grass has been 
under cultivation at Ames, Iowa, with 
remarkable success. (See “Grasses of 
Iowa,” Bulletin No. 1, Iowa Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station.) Our corre- 
spondent can obtain seed of this grass 
by noting the advertisement of Mr. 
McIver, Verdin, Manitoba. 

To give our correspondent, therefore, 
a brief answer, We would say, sow red- 
top and western rye grass, otherwise 
known as slender wheat grass. There 
are one or two others of these west- 
ern grasses which will perhaps do 
equally well; for example, the west- 
ern wheat grass, agropyron occident- 
ale. Both this and the grass previous- 
ly mentioned are native on the loess 
soils of western and northwestern 
Iowa. 

The other plants that can be culti- 
vated on a soil of this kind are sun- 
flowers, beets, both garden and sugar 
beets, spinach, onions, celery, and as- 
paragus. These plants can stand a 
good deal of alkali and are about the 
only plants we would care to try on 
alkali soils, whether east or west. 

It might be well to state for general 
information that many portions of the 
irrigated regions are being totally 
ruined by an excess of alkali, either 
through alkali held in solution in the 
water used for irrigation, or by using 
too much water in irrigation. The 
large use of water seems to help at 
first by dissolving the alkali and car- 
rying it down to the lower levels. It 
is, however, brought up again by capil- 
lary action and appears in a white 
form, like wood ashes, on the surface. 
In any country, if the farmer finds 
his land covered with this white coat 
in the spring, he may know of a cer- 
tainty that it needs drainage, and he 
can not expect it to grow any kind of 
grass or grain to the best advantage 
until he furnishes that drainage, eith- 
er by surface or by tiling, which last 
is, of course, always to be recom- 
mended.

Quite a large number of the chil- 
dren of the men who read Wallaces’ 
Farmer will have to get their educa- 
tion at the little red school house at 
the corner of four sections. There is 
no high school convenient, and their 
parents are really not able, or do not 
think themselves able, to send their 
children to the town high school, 
much less to the Agricultural college 
or university. Their opportunities, 
therefore, for an education are limited 
to the common schools and to the 
papers and books that are taken in 
the home. This need not discourage 
any of che young folks. There is 
many a man now wielding a state 
wide and nation-wide influence who 
had no better opportunities of secur- 
ing an education than they. 

Among the principal things taught 
in the country school are the three 
R's, or reading, writing, and arithme- 
ue. A thorough knowledge of these 
is the first condition of success in any 
high school, college, or university. 
They lie at the foundation of every- 
thing that is called education. The 
ambitious boy, therefore, will try to 
get out of this school house all that 
it can give him, and if he gets noth- 
ing more than a thorough knowledge 
of reading, writing, and arithmetic, 
and what geography and other branch- 
es are taught there, he will be 
better equipped for the battle of life 
than many a boy or girl who has 
gone through the high school or the 
college. He should, however, master 
these thoroughly. 

In reading, he should know not 
merely how to spell and pronounce 
the words, but he should be able to 
understand fully the meaning of the 
page or the sentence read, and to ex- 
press it clearly and distinctly; in 
other words. to convey the meaning 
to others. It is astonishing how few 
people, even among college graduates, 
know how to read. There are com- 
paratively few preachers even who 
know how to read a hymn or song 
with the full appreciation of the mean- 
ing and with the proper expression. 
A thorough knowledge of reading is 
in itself a good education. This, of 
course, implies a knowledge of punc- 
tuation. Punctuation marks are simply 
aids in expressing the meaning, and 
that puncttation is right which ex- 
presses most clearly and fully the 
meaning of the writer to the reader. 
There are comparatively few, even 
among the educated men, who know 
as much about punctuation us should 
be taught, and taught well, in every 
country school. 

It is equally astonishing how few 
people know how to write; how to 
write a plain, legible hand, and write 
so disginctly that nothing else can 
possibly be made out of it except what 
the writer intended. It is not every 
man tuat can write a beautiful hand. 
We know this from experience in at- 
tending the public school that teach 
ers often ruin boys and girls for life, 
so far as writing is concerued, by be- 
coming impatient with them and not 
bearing with their infirmities. Every 
boy and girl, however, ought to learn 
at school to write at least a legible 
hand, one that can be read with com- 
fort and with pleasure, and of which 
it is impossible to mistake the mean- 
ing. Unless this habit of writing a 
legible hand is learned at school, and 
in the common school, it is not likely 
that it will ever be learned in the high 
school or college. 

Neither should any boy be satisfied 
without a thorough knowledge of 
arithmetic. He should add, subtract, 
multiply, and divide with perfect and 
absolute accuracy. The habit thus 
formed will continue with him 
through life and may save him hun- 
dreds and thousands of dollars in the 
course of the year’s business. No boy 
can be thoroughly grounded in arith- 
metic without doing hundreds and 
thousands of sums that are not in the 
book. Sums in the book are simply 
training for the problems that will 
arise in everyday life. The parent 
may be a great aid to his children in 
giving them farm problems or having 
them work out for him problems that 
arise from day to day. For example, 
the number of acres in a field so many 
rods wide and so many rods _ long: 
the number of bushels in a corn field 
of so many acres yielding so much per 
acre; the number of bushels of corn 
in a crib 80 many feet long, so many 
feet wide, and so many feet high: the 
number of bushels of wheat or oats 
held by a bin of specified size: the 
number of tons of hay in a stack

a good many breeders and some of 
the experiment stations is kerosene 
emulsion, prepared as follows: 
“Kerosene, two gallons; common or 
whale oil sOap, One quarter pound; 
water, One gallon. Heat the solution 
ot soap and add it boiling hot to the 
Kerosene; then churn the mixture for 
ten minutes. (Be sure to have the 
water boiling hot when you add it to 
the kerosene and churn it thoroughly, 
otherwise you will have trouble in 


making a good emulsion; which, 
when made right, should have a 
creamy appearance.) Dilute the 


emulsion with twenty gallons of water 
and apply with a spray pump. If no 
spray pump is at hand, drive the ani- 
mals, if many are to be treated, into

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Winter Barley in lowa. 

A Scott county, Iowa, corespondent, 
asks: 

“Can winter barley be raised profit 
ably in this county? (See Rural New- 
Yorker, January 11th, page 18).” 

We are sorry that we have not this 
issue of the Rural New-Yorker at 
hand. Whether winter barley can be 
grown in that section can be deter- 
mined, like so many other things in 
farming, only by actual experiment. 
We doubt it. Practical experiments 
have determined quite thoroughly that 
ro variety of winter wheat can be de- 
pended on in central and southern 
Iowa except Turkish Red and its sub- 
varieties, as we take it, the Bulgarian 
and Budapest. It is quite possible 
that winter barley may be grown 12 
the same sections of Europe irom 
which these varieties were first se- 
cured, and if so it is quite probable 
that winter barley would have the 
same raage as that variety of wheat. 

Write to Secretary Wilson on this 
subject and ask him to ascertain 
through the consuls in the sections 
where Turkish Red wheat is native 
whether winter barley succeeds in that 
region. There are crop zones; that 1s, 
there are zones in which certain varile- 
ties of all grains succeed best because 
by the slow process of acclimation 
they have adapted themselves to the 
conditions there existing. Rapid pro- 
gress can be made by following these 
lines and not by taking varieties 
across their natural zones

Mar up the Nile in southern Egypt 
lies the ancient “ethiopia, cailed in the 
Uld ‘lestament Cush. Its civilization 
was essentialily Hgyptian and at one 
time it became so powertul as to con- 
quer Kgypt 1or the time being two 


of the Egyptain dynasties having been 
isthiop.an. Its queens were uniuormly 
called Candace, as the Egyptian kings 
were called Pharaoh. Its state officers 
were called after the manner of the 
Egyptians “eunuchs,” the term having 
become, as a result of the influence of 
emasculated persons in eastern harems, 
the recognized title of state officers. 
The dispersion of the ten _ tribes 
through Assyria, Babylonia and Egypt, 
the control of Palestine for a,long pe- 
riod by Greek kings, and subsequently 
by the Romans, and as a result the 
lines of communication, travel, and 
trade, had carried the knowledge of 
the true God trom Jerusalem to all 
known nations, and hence it is not 
surprising that in far-off Ethiopia 
there were found some, who having 
lost faith in heathenism, should believe 
in the one God of the Jews. A great 
center of learning had been established 
aut Alexandria where under the auspices 
of the Greek kings the Bible had been 
translated into the Greek language and 
was known as the “Septuagint” or the 
Greek version of the Hebrew Script- 
ures. It is not, therefore, at all sur- 
prising that even trom far-off Ethiopia 
a high official, a treasurer, in fact, 
should travel in state to Jerusalem for 
the expre ss purpose of worshiping 
(Acts 8:27), and not merely offering 
worship to Jehovah, or the God of the 
Jews, but for the study of this re- 
ligion which commended itself to his 
This man was 


reason and conscience. 
now returning, sitting in his chariot, 
drawn, doubtless, by camels, sur- 


rounded by dark-skinned Ethiopian at- 
tendants clad in royal livery, reading 
in the Greek language that portion oi 
the Jewish Scriptures known to us as 
the prophecy of Isaiah, which has in 
all ages attracted the poet, pnilosopher, 
and the devout worshiper. We can 
readily understand how deeply the at- 
tention of this Ethiopian treasurer 
would be fixed on this book as he read 
opening chapters, of Emmanuel, “God 
with us,”—of the virgin born—as he 
wondered what was meant by the 
phrase ‘“God’s servant,” so often re- 
curring, and applied some times to the 
Jewish people as a whole, some times 
to the pious people among the Jews, 
and finally to Emmonuel who was to be 
the crown and glory of the Jewish 
civilization. He was reading the pas- 
sage in the 58d chapter which has at- 
tracted the attention of all earnest and 
devout thinkers from that day to this: 


“He was led as a _ sheep to the 
slaughter; 

And like a lamb dumb before his 
shearer, 


So opened he not his mouth. 

In his humilation his judgment was 
taken away; 

And who shali declare his generation? 

For his life is taken from the earth.” 


_ The sense which the authors of the 
Septuagint attempt to convey is with- 
out doubt the following: “In His hu- 
miliation, occasioned by His enemies, 
the judgment which impended over 
Him was set aside by God, but that, 
with respect to His generation, that is, 
His contemporaries, no one can abso- 
lutely describe their iniquity, for they 
slew Him (or because they slew Him)” 


As he pondered deeply on these 
words, a stranger of Jewish features, 
dress, and accent. evidently came to 


meet him with the air of a man who 
had some important message to con- 
vey. “And Philip ran thither to him, 
and heard him read, and _ said, 
Understandest thou what thou read- 
est? a& very remarkable method of 
addressing a man of exalted station. 
reat must have been his interest and 
perplexity as to the meaning when he 
exclaimed: “How can I, except some 
man should guide me?” Struck by the 
bearing and manner of Philip, he in- 
vited him to come and sit with him in 
his chariot, and put to him this ques- 
tion: In this passage, is the prophet 
describing himself. his humiliation, 
and his divine deliverance, together 
With the unspeakable iniquity of his 
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generation, or is he describing the ex- 
perience of sOme other man? 

It is not unlikely that on his recent 
visit to Jerusalem he had heard about 
Jesus and had known that the Jews 
had hitherto applied this passage to 
their expected Messiah, but were now 
explaining this as applying to the 
prophet Isaiah himselt or to some otf 
nis contemporaries. ‘“‘Then Philip,” we 
are told, “opened his mouth, and began 
at the same scripture, and preached 
unto him Jesus.” He began but did 
not end with this passage, and we can 
well understand what his teaching 
would be. Assuming as a foundation 
doctrine the existence of the supreme 
God to whom all men owe allegiance 
and in whom the treasurer evidently 
believed, he would proceed to show 
that this God had revealed Himself 
through Moses and the prophets, that 
the Jews had ever longed tor a Re- 
deemer who being truly man was as 
truly God, and who fulfilled in His life 
the glowing prophecies of this book ot 
Isaiah and all other Hebrew prophets. 
He would no doubt go further and 
point out that Jesus of Nazareth in 
His teaching went down to the very 
foundations of truth, that His life was 
without flaw, would tell of His 
miracles of healing and blessing, of 
His rejection and death on the cross, 
of the convincing proots of His resur- 
rection, and of the wonderful out- 
pouring of the Spirit for several years 
past at Jerusalem. He would not fail 
to tell of the necessity of baptism and 
the holy life, nor would he tail to tell 
that this salvation was not limited to 
the Jews at home or abroad, but, as 
Solomon in his dedication of the 
temple, as Isaiah, Joel, and Daniel had 
foretold, it was to reach out to all 
nat.ons, tribes, and races of men every- 
where, 

And as the two rode along in all the 
trappings of state, engaged in discuss- 
ing the highest of all themes, they 
came to a certain water, always a de- 
light to men who travel through desert 
lands, and the treasurer exclaimed: 
“See, here is water;” if this gospel is 
to reach out to all nations, “what doth 
hinder me to be baptized?” And 
Philip, thinking doubtless of his ex- 
perience with Simon Magus, answered: 
‘If thou believest with all thy heart, 
thou mayest.” Peter hesitated to re- 
ceive into the church a Roman officer. 
His Jewish prejudices prevented him, 
except when in a state of spiritual ex- 
altation, from comprehending the ex- 
treme length and breadth of the gospel. 
*hilip, the Hellenist, or Greek Chris- 
tian, free from these narrow prejudices, 
did not hesitate a moment. “If thou 
believest with ail thine heart, thou 
mayest,” and then and there was held 
the first baptismal service by which a 
stranger, and we have no doubt a 
colored man at that, was received into 
the Christian church. 

Philip came suddenly by reason of 
the outward direction of a messenger 
or angel and by the inward guidance 
of the spirit of God. He was as sud- 
denly caught away, and the impression 
left upon the mind of the colored treas- 


urer, as he journed homeward in all 
the pomp of state, was that a mes- 
senger from God himself had appeared 


to give him light and direction in the 
hour when he needed it most. 

Philip next appears at Azotus, the 
ancient Ashdod, and travels through 
the Philistine country to the new Ro- 
man city Caesarea, called after Caesar, 


vhere we find him twenty-five years 
afterwards, with four grown-up 
daughters who were prophetesses 


(Acts 21:8-9).

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Early Spring Wheat. 


Wallaces’ Farmer was the first paper, 
so far as we know, to point out the ad- 
vantage of the early varieties of oats 
when used as a@ nurse crop for grass 
seed. In the last two or three years 
an unusual number of tarmers have 
tested these early varieties and in al- 
most all cases with great success and 
satisfaction. They are now beginning 
to ask us for early varieties of spring 
wheat. The earliest we know of is 
called the Early Java and ripens in 
the latitude of southeastern Nebraska, 
where a good dea! of it is grown, about 
the 4th of July, or a few days later 
than Turkish Red wheat. We have 
experimented with it for two years and 
had it tested at the Iowa Station, and 
find on our own farm and also on the 
farm of Mr. N. B. Ashby, near Des 
Moines, that it ripens about July 10th, 
or about a week earlier than Blue 
Stem. 

A small amount of seed of this va- 
riety is now available through adver- 
tisements in the Farmer and we hope 
our readers will experiment with it 
this year even if they buy only a few 
bushels. On our own farms it proved 
a better nurse crop and as good a 
yielder as the Blue Stem, and we know 
of no other variety, the seed of which 
is available, that will equal it for the 
purposes above named. Two or three 
of our advertisers offer it for sale and 
our farmers will tind it to their ad- 
vantage to buy what little seed is on 
the market this year. If we were sow- 
ing spring Wheat on our own farm, we 
would use no other. 


About Tiling. 


A correspondent of Greene county, 
Iowa, writes: 

“How shallow can one put in tile? 
Is two feet sufficient under any cir- 
cumstances? What is the least fall 
one should have? Will it require a 
larger tile where there is four feet 
fall than where there is eight feet or 
more? What size tile would you put 
in to drain a pond of one and a half 
acres, the tile to run one hundred rods 
in level ground? I am aware that 
through the country there is tile put 
in that is all right in ordinary years, 
but in wet seasons crops are drowned 
out. Will it pay to put in tile large 
enough to overcome that extremely 
wet time?” 

None of these questions are capable 
of a definite answer without an ex- 
amination of the ground by an expert 
tiler. Tile should be laid from two and 
one-half to three feet deep wherever 
possible. The size of the tile will de- 
pend on the fall; the less the fall the 
larger the tile that should be used. 
Wallaces’ Farmer is now engaged in 
draining eighty acres of very wet 
land in which there is a pond of ten 
acres. We have had it thoroughly 
examined by a competent surveyor and 
the tile put in by an experienced tiler, 
and we think we are entirely safe. 
With a fall of two inches to the hun- 
dred feet, we are using ten inch tile 
for mains and five and four inch tile 
for the branches. Possibly we might 
get along with smaller tile, but we do 
not want to take any chances. 

It certainly will pay to put in tile 
large enough to carry off in twenty- 
four or thirty-six hours the neaviest 
rainfalls. What is the use of naving 
tile at all if they go back on you at 
the time you need them most? “A 
great many farmers make a mistake 
in putting in tile that will do well 
enough until the rainfall exceeds 
three inches, and then fail. 

We would not think of undertaking 
to tile any land without first having 
it surveyed and the amount of fall as- 
certained, and then we would consider 
whether we need take care simply of 
the water that falls on that land or 
whether we must also take care of the 
water that comes from surrounding 
lands, bearing in mind that water from 
surrounding lands flows into ponds 
or other depressions without running 
over the surface. In other words, 
water will seek the lowest level, and 
if a fleld is surrounded by higher 
lands, the water that sinks down 
through these higher lands will rise 
up in the lower places. In our own 
case, we are providing against this by 
running cross drains at the foot of the 
hill where seeps occur in order to cut 
off this water from the higher lands 
and conduct it directly through the 
drains in our low land without allow- 
ing it to reach the surface. 

In short, do not undertake to tile 
until you have your land thoroughly 
surveyed, then take the judgment of 
an experienced tiler as to how deep 
with the ascertained fall you should 
put your drains and also how large 
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tile you can use. We have never known 
any money lost by tiling land provided 
these steps were first taken. We have 
known men to lose money by injudi- 
c.ous tiling by trying to make water 
run up hill, by trying to make a two 
inch tile do the work of a four inch, 
by putting in tile improperly, and. by 
not putting them at sufficient depth. 
Where land is worth *20 per acre and 
upwards and needs tiling, and has suf- 
ficient fall, an investment in tiling and 
skilled labor in placing them 1s a dead 
sure thing, and where tile can not be 
used on account of the high price, we 
would use wood. No man can afford 
to fence and pay taxes on ponds. 


A correspondent of Marshall county, 
lowa, writes: 


“Will oats cut at the right time 
make an economical feed? How does 
it compare with timothy and with 


clover? Would oats hay and sorghum 
make a balanced ration?” 

We have no analysis of oats hay, but 
those who have used it regard it as a 
most excellent feed; that is, oats cut 
when in the dough stage or when they 
are beginning to turn. For dairy cows, 
we would consider it better than tim- 
othy hay, but perhaps not quite as 
good as clover. 

Oats hay and sorghum, half and hal’, 
would make a very desirable ration so 
far as roughness is concerned for milk 
cows, sheep, or any kind of young and 
growing stock. We are satisfied that 
it would be money in a good many 
farmers’ pockets if they would either 
cut their oats and feed in the sheaf 
without the expense of thrashing, o1 
cut as above described and use for hay.

How to Grow Sorghum. 


A Union county, Iowa, correspond- 
ent writes: 

“Which is the best way to plani 
sorghum, drill it with a corn planter 


and cut it with a corn binder, or 
double drill it and cut with a grain 
binder? If either of these ways are 


practical, it will save the heavy work 
of pitching it, as we have been doing.” 

We are in doubt as to the advisab.|- 
ity of drilling sorghum as far east as 
Union county, Iowa, but if we drilled 
at all we would use a grain drill, 
stopping up two of the middle holes, 
thus planting it in belts three rows 
wide. In this way it can be cut with 
a grain binder and the vacant space 
ean be cultivated so as to keep down 
the weeds. The danger from drilling 
sorghum and cutting it with a binder 
is that it is very likely to sour about 
the bands should warm weather occur 
about the time of harvesting. We are 
quite well aware that the drilling 
avoids a good deal of the severe labor, 
but it is better to put on the labor than 
to have the sorghum spoil. 


Agricultural Education. 


The Wisconsin Agricultural College 
has four hundred students in attend- 
ance. In writing us On otner matters, 
Professor Henry says: 

“How the farmers are waking up on 
matters relating to agricultural edau- 
cation! It is a hopeful sign.”

Nearly every institute we have attend- 
ed this season has been a good one, but 
even at the one or two poor ones there 
were a large per cent of farmers in at- 
tendance who were thoroughly awake 
and eager to learn the best methods of 
soil culture, the best rotation, the way 
to secure the best seed, how to protect 
it from rust and fungus and insect 
enemies, the best methods of feeding, 
the balanced ration for different kinds 
of live stock, the best methods of 
handling dairy cows, and the breeding 
and feeding of cattle. In fact, all 
along the line there is a revival of 
progress. Our daily mail tells us the 
same story. We have never before 
had so many letters asking advice on 
matters agricultural, both in general 
and particular. All this shows that 
the farmers of the west are in dead 
earnest in solving the problem of how 
to make interest or rent on land worth 
from $50 to $100 per acre.

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Horses Dying in Stalk Fields. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

I am a little like Mr. Brockway, 
when a man loses horses in stalk flelds 
there is something wrong, for horses 
will not eat enough to hurt them if 
they run on blue grass pasture, They 
might have eaten too much of the corn 
that was left in the field, or they might 
have eaten some poisonous weeds or 
something of the kind, but they never 
died from eating stalks under the con- 
ditions named in the Farmer. I have 
pastured stalk fields with cattle and 
horses for 35 to 40 years and never 
lost an animal that way, but I have 
watched others lose stock and they are 
men who are careless. One oi the best 
horsemen in the state lives near me 
and 1 note that he has a sick horse 
quite often, and I also note that when 
he changes feed from oats to corn or 
from corn to Oats he feeds a full feed, 
or nearly so. If I can’t feed what my 
horse is used to eating, 1 feed noth- 
ing for he is better off without any- 
thing than too much. 

I think stock die not 
stalks but from overeating or 


from eating 


corn 
eating some poison in the way of 
weeds or grass. One correspondent 


said he lost four head inside of six 
days, and I would like to know if it 
was not when they were first turned in 
the field. I never knew a case of 
death to result after the stock had 
been in the field for some time.

Locust Posts. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

I notice in a recent issue of the 
Farmer an inquiry concerning locust 
posts. The stumps do not sprout badly 
after cutting, but the young trees do 
come up from the roots of the old 
trees, Such posts, cut when the trees 
are sound, will last a lifetime. Some 
fifteen years ago [I reset a gate post 
which had been in use then for forty 
years; it is still in use and practically 
sound. 

As to walnut posts, where the timber 
is old, I have set them in a fence with 
good white oak and live cut white 
cedar, and could see no difference in 
their lasting with either. Butternut or 
so-called white walnut, will not last 
more than one-half as_ long. Red 
cedar, I know nothing of from ex- 
perience.

Handling Peat Soil. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

I see in a recent issue of your valu- 
able paper that you advise those hav- 
ing a peat slough to burn off the peat 
in order to bring it into a producing 
condition. You also say that you have 
had not experience with these soils. 
If you had ever had the experience of 
burning off a peat soil ten feet deep, 
as some land owners in Lake county, 
Illinois have had you would never have 
given that advise to anybody, unless 
you wanted to make a lake, or at least 
a frog pond. Three hundred and fifty 
acres of land in one body near hear was 
burned off !ast fall and I am told that 
much of it is ten feet deep and there 
is no outlet to carry off the water 
that is bound to come sooner or later 
and no place to profitably make one. 
And there are many smaller pieces 
around here that have burned from 
six inches to two feet deep, but none 
of them were burned off purposely, but 
caught fire by accident. Railroads 
burning waste grass or brush, or even 


from hunters guns, but nobody is 
satsfied with the results. 


Now I will try and show you a “more 
excellent way,’ Get the surface water 
off by open ditches wide enough and 
sloping enough so that they will not 
fill up. Make them with the road 
grader during a dry time such as we 
had last summer and fall, and make

them so they will take the surface 
water off early in the spring, as soon 
as the grass starts, then pasture the 
slough with sheep. That is contrary 
to all the rules laid down by the 
fathers of sheep husbandry, but never- 
theless put the sheep on early, as soon 
as the grass starts and keep them 
there. 

When I say “Keep them there,” I 
do not mean to say that they cannot 
be moved around from low ground to 
high ground, for a change, for there 
is nothing quite so important to the 
profitable management of sheep as to 
move them around from one pasture 
to another, but do not let the grass 
get a start so that it will be tough. 
Keep it very short and in a very few 
years you will have one of the best 
blue grass pastures that you ever saw. 
I have such a one that four years ago 
cut a heavy swath of slough hay. I 
put 120 ewes with their 120 lambs on 
25 acres, in two pastures; 15 acres was 
pure peat and ten acres was quite 
high ground. We changed them near- 
ly every day. They liked the high 
ground grass best, but they got more 
feed from one acre of the peat than 
from two or three of the high ground. 
We put them on as soon as grass first 
started three years ago, and have com- 
pelled them to keep the grass down. 
The sheep have done well all the time. 
I have sold three crops of lambs from 
the flock on the Chicago market. The 
first lot topped the market by 10 cents 
over anything that was sold that day. 
The next year we just got the top. The 
18th of December last we sold the third 
crop for $5.55 per hundred which was 
5 cents better than any other tambs 
sold for that day. I mearly make the 
above personal statement to show that 
sheep may do well on low pasture if 
they are handled rightly. Keep sali 
before them all the time. We have 
had as high as 160 ewes with their 
lambs on this same pasture since. 
Once I thought the pasture was get 
ting too short and took them off for 
a little more than a week, that is kept 
them off the low ground. It was too 
long. Two or three days is as long 
as they should be kept off at any one 
during the growing season. Now, the 
pasture is nearly all blue grass, and 
we get twice as much from those 15 
acres as we ever got before, and our 
sheep do better than ever they dia 
kept entirely on high ground. As 
long as the peat does as well under 
this management as it does now, we 
will not want to plow it. And we 
would certainly feel like shooting any- 
body that would attempt to burn it. 

Don’t burn the peat. 

Horace Blackman a few miles west 
of Kenosha, Wis., had 20 acres of peat. 
He put tile enuogh in to keep the water 
off the top of the soil and then went 
to raising celery and Holland cabbage 
and made a great success of it. He 
did not try to get it dry very low 
dewn,. Just made the top workable. 
And I think it safe to say that that 20 
acres brought in mbre profit than all 
the rest of a very large farm, and a 
dairy farm at that. One of Chicago’s 
great wholesale grocers pronounced 
the celery raised on this peat the best 
he got from anywhere.

Corn Stalk Disease and Carelessness. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

I see a couple of your correspond- 
ents take me to task for saying “corn 
stalk disease is carelessness pure and 
simple.” If I was a neighbor of those 
men I would buy their stalks, keep 
salt away from my cattle until they 
were hungry for it, turn them into the 
stalks not over a half or three-quarters 
of an hour, then back to the yard 
where there was salt and plenty of 
water and no other feed, and I feel 
confident I would lose none. I have 
seen many cattle die in the stalks, 
have opeaed many, and in nine cases 
out of ten the food was caked and 
dry like well dried buckwheat cakes as 
it lay in the manifold, and when 
taken out the mucous membrane 
adheres to it and is_ black. In 
a few cases the stomach was 
greatly distended by fodder and 
by water that had been drunk perhaps 
too late. Such cattle had usually been 
fed no corn fodder and many were off 
of poor pasture. Some had water in 
the field, but had to go 80 rods over 
plowed ground against the storm to 
find it. In every case I have examined 
in all those forty years there was a 
good cause for death. If carelesness 
is objectional, let us call it bad man- 
agement,

Tu WALLACES’ FARMER: 

Sometime last year I read an article 
in Wallaces’ Farmer in regard to the 
injustice of double taxation on mort- 
gaged farms. Now I read in papers, 
that there is considerable agitation in 
this state and in Minnesota, in regard 
to taxation of moneys and credits, I 
have thought considerable about these 
matters for some time. I understood 
some years ago they tried in Ne- 
braska to pass a law to tax the mort- 
gagee on his mortgages whether he 
was a resident of the state or not, and 
to exempt the mortgagor to the same 
extent. I do not know whether they 
passed any such law, but even propos- 
ing or agitating anything of that kind 
would have a tendency to drive capital- 
ists out of the state with their money, 
or advance interest rates. 

The tax ferret has been operating 
some in this county this winter, hunt- 
ing up moneys and credits which had 
not been properly listed for taxation. 
I noticed he only found or attempted 
to find credits which were secured by 
chattel or real estate mortgages so as 
to be found on record. What would 
this teach to those who have money 
and are dishonest enough to desire to 
evade the law and shirk taxation? 
Simply that they had better avoid mort-

of interest On second mortgages: Ex- 
empt mortgages from taxation, and 
there will be plenty of people in all 
localities who will seek such loans at 
reasonable rates and will loan to the 
right kind of industrious and saving 
people up to 75 to 80 per cent of the 
value of the farm for they will live 
close by where they can look after it 
personally and feel safe. 

Why can a small tarmer succeed 
better accordingly than one operating 
a large farm? Because a man can do 
more and better work for himself than 
it will answer to ask hired men to do 
in these times, no matter how good 
they are nor how much pay they re- 
ceive. Usually a small farmer will 
have considerable help from some 
member of his family. Small bunches 
of cattle will do much better than 


large flocks. Cows cared for and 
milked by an intelligent and kind 
owner will generally yield so much 


more that there is hardly any com- 
parison. I believe laws should be 
made to encourage this kind of peo- 
ple.

I have heard 
of parties moving out of the state to 
escape taxes on mortgages which they 
hold on lowa property. 

| would propose then as a remedy, 
the very opposite of what they at- 
tempted in Nebraska, namely that 
notes secured by mortgages on record 
be exempt from taxation for the rea- 
son that the property given as security 
is certainly taxed. 1 am aware that 
this would be regarded as a very radi- 
cal and unpopular proposition, and 
yet where is the injustice in it? Sup- 
pose | have mortgage debts against my 
tarms for $10,000. If the assessors do 
their duty under the law, | pay taxes 
on the full value of these farms the 
same as I would if they were clear of 
debts. Why should C. then who owns 
the mortgage also be taxed on the 
same property? We really own the 
property together, only I have full con- 


trol of it on certain conditions. If the 
mortgages are exempt who will be 
benefited? Certainly the farmer in 


debt will be to some extent for it will 
certainly lower the interest rates on 
the mortgage securities. The honest 
money-lender would be benefited as he 
could find safe securities for his money 
without perjury or evasion of law. It 
would have a tendency to keep 
moneyed men out of speculating in 
land, and would encourage more actual 
farmers to own the farms. It would 
encourage people of wealth to move to 
lowa to live and loan their money. 
Wages for farm laborers and lands 
are going so high that only men with 
superior business capacity can operate 
large farms and make them pay inter- 
est on their value. The best way out 
of this, is to encourage good young 
men to work and save, and when they 
have saved up $1,000 or more to buy 
un 80 acre farm. 


Under the present law, our farm 
loans are owned to a great extent in 
other states. The owners of mort- 
gages live at a distance, and to be 


safe, will not loan more than 40 to 50 
per cent of the value of the farm. If 
a poor honest good worker would start 
in life for himself, he must find help 
nearer home. Some one who knows 
his worth and has confidence in his 
success and honesty, must back him 
and help him start. This will in most 
cases compel him to pay high rates 


paid tu soak corn for work horses. I 
do not think it profitable to soak in 
cold weather, especially if it is allowed 
to freeze. It pays in warm weather, 
particularly so when the horses do not 
have any green food for roughness. 

I notice quite a little is being said 
in the papers in regard to castrating 
eull bulls and selling cull heifers as 
butcher stuff. Allow me to say that 
I think this right when applied to 
grades but it certainly is a mistake 
when applied to pure breds. They are 
worth too much for breeding purposes 
on the farm and on the range. I think 
the thing to do is to quit recording the 
cull heifers that are eligible to regis- 
try. By so doing the cull bull will 
gradually disappear. Cull bulls should 
not be used On registered females but 
should be sold to be used on grades. 

When a breeder sells a cull, whether 
be it male or female, the pedigree 
should not go with the animal. It 
should not be recorded. I think this 
method of procedure will solve the 
problem and that the financial loss 
will not be great to the breeder. This 
can be done if each -treeder will do his 
part. If he will not, the Breeders’ 
Association might employ an expert 
to visit the herds, brand the culls, and 
rescind the certificate of registration.

WALLACES’ FARMER. 


Two!Important Bills, 

There are two bills now pending be- 
fore the Iowa legislature in which the 
of Wallaces’ Farmer should 
take a lively interest. One is an 
amendment to the present institute 
law and increases the appropriation 
from $50 to $75 for each county. The 
need of this increased appropriation 
is sO apparent to every well posted 
farmer that we need present no argu- 
ment in its favor. 

The larger amount will not be suffi- 
cient to pay the expenses of a first- 
class institute, but it will be supple- 
mented by the voluntary contributions 
of those who are pushing forward the 
institute work energetically. Many 
counties now spend from $100 to $150 
at each institute. 

The other bill provides that each 
county institute shall send a delegate 
to the meeting of the state board of 
agriculture each year and that this 
delegate shall have the same powers 
as the delegates from the county fair 
associations. We regard this as a 
most important measure. It will 
bring these institute delegates together 
once each year. They will get ac- 
quainted with each other, will discuss 
matters pertaining to institutes and 
how to conduct them. 

Not only this, but it will bring a 
wonderful accession of strength to the 
State Board of Agriculture and gradu- 
ally transform it from a state fair 
association into a real state board of 
agriculture. The present officers of 
this board who are in touch with 
modern agriculture and have the good 
of the state at heart will be actively 
in favor of this bill. Those who are 
not in touch with up-to-date agricul- 
ture, if there be any such, may possi- 
bly oppose it, and for this reason the 
officers of every institute throughout 
the state should write at once to their 


readers 


senators and representatives, urging 
at once the speedy passage of this 
bill. Every man who has been en- 


gaged in institute work knows that 
the real life of agriculture is in the 
farmers’ institute, and so vital is that 
force that it will give new life to 
everything it touches. 





Taxation of Newspapers in lowa. 

The daily papers have had a good 
deal to say of late regarding a speech 
of Mr. Baldwin, attorney tor the C., 
B. & Q. R'y, at a meeting of the com- 
mittee of ways and means of the sen- 
ate, while discussing the subject of 
railway taxation. He claimed that 
newspapers were assessed at a much 
lower rate proportionate to value than 
railroads or other property, and 
especially noted that Wallaces’ Farmer, 


which advocated the increased taxa- 
tion of railroads, paid taxes on but 
$1,750. He evidently was not aware 


that newspapers are always treated as 
factories and that the machinery used 
in manufacturing establishments shall 
for the purpose of taxation be re- 
garded as real estate and that having 
listed their property as above directed, 
the capital stock shall be exempt from 
taxation. Wallaces’ Farmer pays 
taxes on $1,750 or a _ valuation of 
$7,000, which is just about what the 
machinery would sell for at a fair 
sale, either private or public. 

We mention this because we wish 
the whole world to know that our 
hands are clean in this matter, and 
that we do not ask any higher taxa- 
tion placed on railroads, or anything 
else, than we are willing and glad to 
pay ourselves. 

A comparison of the taxes paid by 
Wallaces’ Farmer with those paid by 
other papers in Des Moines may not 
be without interest to our readers. 

The State Register, which professes 


to have looked into the matter, 
states that its plant is assessed at 
$20,000. This includes six linotype 


machines, costing when new $3,000 
apiece; a perfecting press which when 
new, about ten years ago, is said to 
have cost $40,000 and is probably now 
worth $20,000; a job office; a stereo- 
type plant, and other fixtures, that 
have an actual yalue of not less than 
$45,000 to $50,000. It, therefore, pays 
taxes on about one-ninth its actual 
value. 

The Leader, also, which pays taxes 
on $2,000, has a perfecting press, said 
to have cost $20,000; six linotype ma- 
chines, costing $3,000 each, or a plant 
of practically the same value as that 
of the Register. 

The News pays taxes on $1,625, or 
a valuation of $6,500, and has a per- 
fecting press, secondhand, costing 
about $20,000 when new: five or six 
linotype machines, costing $3,000 
apiece; a stereotype plant, and other 
furniture, or a plant nearly equal in 





value to that.of the Register and 
Leader. 

The Homestead pays taxes on $1,000 
or a valuation of $4,000. Its plant con- 
sists of a perfecting press for which 
it professes to have paid $20,000; 
three linotype machines, costing 
$3,000 each; an electrotyping plant, 
costing perhaps from $1,000 to $2,000; 
two presses and .a folder which ori- 
ginally cost about $5,500; or an outfit 
costing, when new, about $35,000. In 
other words, it pays taxes on about 
three per cent of first cost and prob- 
ably about six per cent, or one-six- 
teenth of its present value. 

Wallaces’ Farmer has two presses, 
a folder, an engine, and office fur- 
niture, which, when new, cost from 
$10,000 to $12,000, and is valued at 
$7,150; or, as above stated, about 
what it would sell for at fair sale. 

It is asserted by the Register that 
the Capital, which has a plant quite 
similar to the Register and Leader, 
has not paid any taxes on its plant 
for three years. 

Evidently there is something wrong 
with the assessment of newspaper 
property in Des Moines, and we doubt 
not in the state as well. We can con- 
sistently insist that the taxation be 
increased on railroads and other prop- 
erty because in proportion to its ori- 
ginal cost and present value, Wallaces’ 
Farmer pays its full share of taxes 
and twice as much in proportion to 
value as any other newspaper in Des 
Moines.

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Our Weekly Chicago Market Letter. 

Chieago, Mareh 3.—There is a_ steadily 
large volume of business in various lines, 
und everything indicates a prosperous 
spring trade throughout the country. 
Merchants never felt more encouraged, and 
manufacturers are generally having all the 
orders they can fill, this being particularly 
the case as regards iron and steel, recent 
importations of steel rails from abroad be 
ing brought about by the inability of 
American manufacturers to supply the 
orders at once. Farms ure advancing, and 
there was a sale of a farm of 480 acres 
n Miatt county, Obio, not long ago at auc- 
lion at $112.50 an acre, the same farm 
having been svld only tive years ago fot 
>«5 an acre. Dealers in breeding cattle re- 
port a growing demand, and a good many 
young Hereford bulls are being shipped to 
lurming sections, including sume taken for 
Manitoba, at around 915uv per head. The 
banks are well supplied with funds, and 
this is also true of country banks generally 
tuvoughout the west and the northwestern 
stutes, 

‘here has not been any unusual activity 
of late in the grain trade, and the great 
sivength so frequently witnessed earier in 
the season has been lacking. Wheat has 
sold just fairly, and so have corn and 
oats. The wheat stocks are abundant, but 
the visible corn supply is not heavy, and 
furmers are carrying a great. deal of corn 
in cribs, Many of them intend to wait for 
much higher prices before parting with 
their corn, while not a few farmers wiil 
carry over considerable corn into another 
crop year, Seed corn is very scarce every- 
where and is bound to sell high when 
wanted a few weeks from now. Sales of 
corn of late have been largely made by 
furm renters, although some men owning 
unmortgaged farms are selling, fearing 
that prices will ultimately go lower in 
stead of higher. Of course, prices ait 
much too high to admit of any large ex- 
port movement, and aside from the use of 
corn by distillers and glucose manutact- 
urers, the buying is mainly by stockmen, 
who usually buy from neighbor farmers. 
Oats advanced 2 cents per bushel the 
other day on heavy buying by greatly ex 
cited short traders, who feared a corner. 
Recent cash sales were made of No. 2 
wheat at 75 cents a bushel; corn at 60, 
cents, and oats at 45 cents, 

rhe cattle trade of late has shown in- 
creased animation, and prices have de- 
veloped more than an ordinary degree of 
strength, except at times when the receipts 
happened to be larger than usual. There 
is a large consumption of beef at present, 
and cattle possessed of better than aver- 
age quality are selling readily at high 
prices. However, there are so few of the 
best grade that such sales are extreml) 
rare, and the transactions at $7 to $7.8 
per 100 pounds cut no figure in the mar 
ket. To a: large extent beef steers have 
been selling in the Chicago market at a 
range of $5 to $6.35, with the commone! 
grades selling around $4 to $5, and few of 
fered prime enough to sell above $6.50. 
Chere is a large inquiry for cattle to fat 
ten, With some selling as high as $5.2» 
but not many going above $5, while com 
mon stockers sell us low as $2.50. Ohio 
stockmen are sending in a good many eat 
tle to this market, and they frequently 
tuke back some good feeders. 

Hogs are showing gradual increase in 
iverage weight, as well as improvement in 
quality, and recent receipts averaged 211 
pounds, rhis is a much lower average 
weight than that of past years, but it in- 
dicates that hogs are maturing in the corn 
belt, and from now on better droves may 
be looked for. The demand shows no 
abatement, and eastern sbippers are tak- 
ing a good many superior droves of strong 
weight hogs, Prices continue to rule far 
above the figures paid in former years, 
and not since 1893 have hogs sold so low 
at the beginning of March as now. At 
that time the best hogs sold for $8.40 per 
10) pounds. Farmers are well pleased 
with the hog as a mortgage lifter, and 
no product of the farm is making so much 
money as piggie for the farmer. Provisions 
ure still having a large sale, their con- 
sumption being very large, and more fresh 
pork is eaten than in former years, The 
supply of hogs appears to be ample, but 
iuiny commission merchants are of the 
opinion that receipts will fall off later. 
Hogs sell at $5.60 to $6.45, 

Sheep and lambs are arriving in fair 
numbers, but recent receipts fell off con- 
siderably, as there had been a drop in 
lamb prices. Considerable numbers of 
Colorado lambs have made their appear- 
ance in the market, but their quality was 
not very good, and they had to be closed 
out well below the top price paid for prime 
lambs, There is more complaint than 
usual about the quality of the lambs com 
ing to market, the trouble arising from 
the extremely high price of corn and other 
feed, which causes feeders in Colorado, 
Minnesota, and other states to restrict 
their rations to an extent that tells in the 
character of the mutton. The export trade 
in choice heavy wethers continues on a 
liberal scale, and this Is the greatest sus 
taining influence in the market. Such 
wethers sell at the highest prices, and 
they have sold recently as high as $5.2: 
$5.40 per 100 pounds. The cheaper lots 
of sheep have been peddled out at $2.50 to 
$3.50, and yearlings have sold at $5 to %6, 
with fancy Mexican yearling wethers sell 
ing around 86.25. Fancy lambs sold at 
25, and the poorest flocks brought $4 to

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The horse trade presents few new feu 
tures, the receipts being liberal and the 
demand active all around, with particulai 
ly good sales of farm chunks at a range of 
$65 to $125 per head, This has been the 
most marked feature of the trade for quite 
i number of weeks, there. being a_ wide 
spread lack of farm horses, Advices from 
various sections state that farmers living 
n the great corn belt are going to largely 
increase their corn acreage this spring, 
and they need more horses than usual to 
do the farm work. Then there is going to 
be a large demand for horses to ship to 
the newly settled regions of the Dakotas, 
and even the extreme eastern states are 
coming here to buy horses. Drivers and 
coachers are active at $75 to $200, a few 
selling higher, and drafters are selling 
pretty well at $115 to $200, not many sell 
ing around the top figure, as horses of that 
description are not numerous in the coun 
try. Southern chunks are having a slow

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The Use of Foundation—Straight 
Combs. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

No one can make the best success 
with bees without understanding the 
use of comb-foundation. Most bee- 
keepers understand its use in the 
section boxes, but fail to get the full 
benefit in using it in brood frames. 
The object in using it is to get 
straight combs in frames and sections. 
Its proper use no doubt also encour- 
ages the bees to start comb building 
promptly. 

By filling the brood frames full in- 
stead of using only “starters” we can 
have all nice worker comb which will 
be a great benefit. There is no doubt 
that a large proportion of hives that 
do no good, have tec large a propor- 
tion of drone comb. With good work- 
er combs and proper care. there 
should not be such a variation in the 
results from different colonies as there 
often is. In order to determine the 
amount of foundation to use, let us 
examine the circumstances and condi- 
tions that govern the bees in comb 
building. First, an extra large swarm, 
an old queen, or an extra fast tlow 
of honey will nearly always result in 
lots of drone comb if only starters are 
used; on the other hand, a young 
queen, a moderate honey flow with an 
ordinary swarm will give all worker 
comb generally. Second, bees intend- 
ing to swarm soon will always build 
drone comb if allowed to buiid new 
comb. So then to come down to prac- 
tice, if we want new combs built by 
any colony before the swarming sea- 
son, or before it has swarmed, we 
should use full sheets of foundation. 
For large prime swarms, that is the 
first swarm from the hive, we should 
use full sheets in brood frames un- 
less we want a good deal more drone 
comb than we Ought to; that is if 
the swarms come during a good fast 
honey flow. If the honey flow is 
moderate or light, first swarms will 
often build fairly good worker 
combs from starters. All second or 
after swarms will build worker combs 
almost invariably whether the flow is 
heavy or light. I have not had much 
experience, however, with after 
swarms, as I aim to prevent them al- 
together, as it is not hard todo. An- 
other important thing to remember if 
straight combs are desired, is to set 
the hive perfectly level sideways with 
the combs, and have the frames prop- 
erly spaced. There should be about 
\% inch space between the top bars of 
the frames, or 1% to 1% from center 
to center. 

There will be no advantage what- 
ever in having frame hives un- 
less the combs are built straight in 
the frames; for, if crooked or pulged 
out of the frames you will be apt to 
do as much damage as good in trying 
to use them, and if the frames are not 
to be taken out or moved, the bees 
had better be in a box hive. Remem- 
ber there is no benefit whatever in 
the movable comb except as it gives 
a chance for intelligent manipulation. 
Left to themselves, the bees are bet- 
ter off with their combs permanently 
and securely attached to the sides of 
the hive.

Testing the Eggs. 

Whether hatching is done in the in- 
cubator or under the hens, the eggs 
should be tested. With the high prices 
of this year, the hens should be kept 
laying as long aS eggs are high; then 
set two or more hens at a time. On 
the eighth day, an amateur cannot tell 
a weakly fertilized egg before that 
time, test out the eggs, and put all 
fertile eggs under one hen when pos- 
sible, and reset the other hen. 

Last year we tested over 1,500 eggs, 
yet last week we tested out on the 
sixth day four eggs with living vigor- 
ous germs, as we discovered on break- 
ing the eggs. The only safe way with 
dark shelled eggs is te wait until there 
can be no doubt. After five days of 
incubation, infertile eggs show per- 
fectly clear when held to the tester; 
fertile eggs show a dark spot with 
spidery veins; sometimes only a 
cloudy shadow in the middle. 

With dark shelled eggs that shadow 
may be the yolk, it may be a strong 
germ, and should be marked doubtful 
and tested later on. All infertile eggs 
should be removed lest the thermom- 
eter rest on one, and hence reg- 
ister from one to two degrees less 
than a fertile egg would indicate. In 
testing sometimes you will notice a 
red ring on the side of the shell about 
the size of a quarter. This always 
signifies a dead germ which must be 
removed from the machine. Any 
germs that die after the twelfth day 
can be seen to float about when the 
shell is held to the tester. All doubt- 
ful eggs should be kept to themselves 
at one side of the tray. 

The process of incubation is a won- 
derful one! We broke four eggs that 
had been incubated from Thursday 
night until Monday morning. Three 
of these were fertile, and the heart or 
central part of the germ could be seen 
distinctly pulsating at a very rapid 
rate. After breaking one egg into a 
dish we kept it in a warm place and 
for twenty minutes it pulsated at a 
gradually reduced speed. The eggs 
broken on the seventh day showed a 
marked growth. If it wasn’t such a 
destructive process, embryology would 
be a most interesting study, but as 
breaking one egg only indicates the 
condition of that egg. it is not spe- 
cially instructive. 





The Adopted Mother. 


An incubator is a source of both 
amusement and profit. The chickens 
Fatched therein are tame, self-reliant 
and learn early to fight the battles of 
life. 

While recently visiting a friend in 
the country who in three months had 
hatched 500 chickens in an incubator, 
I was greatly surprised when she 
tapped on a pan, to see chickens young 
and old hurrying to, and following 
their “adopted mother,” the young ones 
perching often on her head and 
shoulders, as she scattered the grain. 
Baby Bruce and little Nann would 
gather up full grown chickens in their 
arms without fear of a “cross old hen,” 
as in my childhood days. Chickies of 
the present day are certainly progres- 
sive now that incubators have come 
into use, and have had the effect of 
taming, and making of them very in- 
teresting birds, real pets that enjoy 
little love feasts with the children, 
each chattering in its own sweet lan- 
guage of how to be happy on the farm. 

One is always learning lessons in 
chicken, as well as in human nature: 
many of them, especially the older 
ones, are very selfish as you may learn 
when feeding them, to see wise looking 
old hens, (from whom you would ex- 
pect better things), snatch the gra!n 
and dainty morsels from the little 
chicks, even using their feet and bills 
to push them aside. 

_ The tameness of incubator chickens 
Is of great value to the housewife when 
unexpected company comes; especially 
ministers; even a Methodist minister 
has no longer power to frighten them 
away. The adopted mother’s call of 
chick, chick,” brings them to her arms, 
and a dainty meal is soon prepared, 
with no confusion of a chase or creep- 
ug under the bern to catch them, or 
of sending old dog Tray to do his part 
of the work. But the fun of long ago 
when a chicken was wanted for dinner

A Smokey Lamp. 


A correspondent from Fancy Prairie 
who fails to give state, or sign his 
name, asks for information as to why 
the lamp smokes after the 18th day. 
He says: 

“The incubator is all right until the 
last three days when I have to close it 
up to hatch, the lamp begins to 
smoke and gets soot on the eggs, and 
I have to open the door to let the 
smoke out when the chickens are 
hatching.” 

If the lamp is outside, and we never 
saw an incubator lamp that wasa’t, 
there must be a hole that admits soot 
to the eggs. This should be covered. 
A lamp that is all right for eighteen 
days should be all right the rest of 
the time unless the chicks interfere 
with the regulator in hatching, and 
that might cut off ventilation from the 
lamp, though we don’t see how it 
could. If this correspondent would 
write to the maker of the machine, he 
could be put right probably, as we 
do not know the construction of the 
machine. Before closing the machine 
on the 18th day, we would remove all 
eggs from under and close to the reg- 
ulator. Always give name and ad- 
dress in writing, and if a prompt an- 
swer is required, enclose addressed 
stamped envelope. 





Cull Close. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

Farmers who have a large supply 
of birds on hands can readily seil 
good birds at good prices, but with 
many there is a strong tendency to 
part with their best birds for a tempt: 
ing offer and keep the culls because 
they will not bring so much, hoping 
that perhaps the inferior ones kept 
May produce as good results as those 
sold. By no means sell the best that 
you have. “Like produces like” and 
only by breeding from the best can 
we hope to raise good birds. Cull a 
little closer this year than you did 
last year, even if you must keep 
fewer birds, the extra quality will 
more than cover the loss in quantity. 
Good animals of any species can only 
be kept up to the mark by careful se- 
lection. If you do not strive con- 
stantly yon will drift down stream 
and find fine birds have degenerated 
into scrubs. By a careful selection of 
your best birds this season, you will 
obtain better ones for your next year’s 
breeders, but by using inferior breed- 
ers, in all probability, you will make 
no progress, and may lose the ground 
already won. An important factor, 
and often underestimated is the se- 
lection of males. If you are going to 
buy, it is rot necessary to buy in- 
ferior specimens even at a low figure. 
It is true economy to buy first-class 
stock, and only fair and right that 
the breeder who takes the care and 
pains to produce good stock should 
get a good price for it; it is hard to 
find a man who is willing to sell his 
best stock at the lowest figure, so I 
say again, retain the best for your own 
use, and do not be tempted to sacri- 
fice future interests for present gain.

Geese in German Markets. 


The goose market is one of the institu- 
tions of Berlin and is peculiar to the 
city, says the Record-Herald in a recent 
issue. Geese furnish one of the staple 
articles of diet, as common as poultry to 
the tables of the German people, and dur- 
ing the winter season that humble bird 
is eaten In every possible form, from the 
plain “gansebraten” of the working classes 
to the pate de fole gras of the epicure. 
Outside every butcher’s shop and grocery 
geese of all sizes are hanging, and they 
are so plentiful that the price is very low, 
compared with other fowl. One can buy 
a good fat bird for 75 cents in our money, 
and they vary all the way from 40 cents 
to $1.25, according to size and quality. 
The climax of the trade is during the 
Christmas holidays, when geese are as 
important an article of commerce as 
American turkeys. 

It is stated that the total value of 
geese consumed in Berlin will exceed $3,- 
500,000, and the consumption is increas- 
ing rapidly. To the ordinary observer all 
geese look alike, but to the experts there 
is a decided difference, and I am told that 
there are twenty-one different varieties for 
the Geman epicures to choose from, each 
having its peculiar flavor and merit. 

The goose market may be found at Rum 
melsburg, a suburb of Werlin on the 
southeastern side of the c'y, where there 
is a junction of several railways coming 
from Russia, Poland and Bohemia. It 
looks very much like a section of the Chi- 
cago stockyards, covering an acre or two 
of ground partitioned off into pens thirty 
or forty feet square, with unpainted board 
fences that reach as high as the breast 
of an ordinary man. Each of these pens 





is leased to different dealers, who have 
agents throughout the country. and buyers 
traveling from farm to farm along the riv- 
ers and lakes, where the birds are bred 
and fattened. The largest number come 
from the western provinces of Russia and 
those provinces of Germany which lie 
along the Russian border. There is a 
good deal of water there and the climate 
and grass are especially adapted to goose 
culture. 

The wholesale dealers have traffic ar- 
rangements with the rallways so that cars 
especially arranged for goose transporta- 
ction are attached to certain trains daily, 
and, when they reach connecting points, 
they are made up into trains by themselves 
and hurried through to Rummelsburg. The 
arrivals there will average 30,000 geese a 
day throughout the year. In the summer 
months trade is dull, but as the weather 
becomes colder they often run up as high 
as 60,000 and 70,000 a day. The average 
car rigged for the service will carry about 
1,200 geese. The total arrivals last year 
reached nearly 12,000,000, most of them 
being consumed inthe Berlin market, which 
is about eight geese per capita of the 
population for the year. 

Upon arrival the geese are discharged 
through the chutes into what are known as 
the quarantine pens, where they are care- 
fully inspected by a corps of city officials. 
The Germans are especially particular in 
all inspections that affect the health of 
the people, and if a single goose has died 
en route or is afflicted with any disease 
that can be communicated to others, the 
whole carload is kept in quarantine for a 
week under the observance of veterinari- 
ans. Should another goose die the whole 
lot is condemned to eight days additional) 
quarantine, and if an epidemic of any sor! 
should appear, the entire flock, which us- 
ually number about 1,000, is mercilessly 
slaughtered and sent to the fertilizer fac- 
tories. This severe treatment causes deal 
ers to be exceedingly careful about buying 
diseased birds, for the profits of an en 
tire season may be lost through careless- 
ness in selecting a single cargo. 

After the birds have passed the quar 
antine they are driven into private pens 
and sold under police supervision § verv 
much as cattle are sold in ordinary stock 
yards in the United States. Wholesale 
dealers appear early in the morning te 
make their choice, and experts can judge 
of the merits of a goose as easily as those 
of any animal. The choice birds are sold 
first, of course, and the scrubs are usually 
disposed of at auction.

WALLAOES’ FARMER. 


r Weekly Washington Letter. 
1, WALLACES’ FARMER: 

Mr. G. Wm. Hill, the editor of the 
Department of Agriculture, is now en- 
gaged in the preparation of the Year 
Book for 1901 and despite his efforts 
to make it a volume easily handled, 
it seems as though this one would be 
even larger than that prepared last 
year. “In making up the new Year 
Book,” said Mr. Hill, “I am not losing 
sight of the well-known fact that the 
people generally do not care to read 
long or exhaustive articles and so I 
am cautioning the various heads of 
divisions to confine themselves to dis- 
cussions which will not use up more 
than eight or ten pages. Despite this, 
however, many come, unless properly 
edited, which would occupy double 
that space. 


“T am still heartily in favor of mak- 
ing the farmer pay for the documents 
he wants. What he does not care for, 
he will not receive, and thus be com- 
pelled to throw them away, as is often 
done now with the free distribution 
in vogue. What I mean by paying for 
them is that they should pay the mere 
cost of printing and paper used in the 
excess number published. The compo- 
sition, of course, we must pay for as 
the pamphlet must be printed anyway 
—the excess number should be paid 
for. The present method of free distri- 
bution will kill itself, if one would 
consider the facts. Last year we dis- 
tributed over 7,000,000 documents— 
nearer 8,000,000; this year the total 
will amount up to nearly 11,000,000. 
The seven million copies did not go 
to over possibly 300,000 farmers who 
get on an averag- of ten pamphlets a 
year. The latest census figures show 
that there are 7,100,000 farmers in 
this country. We should reach at 
least three-fourths of them and allow 
them to read 10 or 12 copies annually. 
To do this would require che publica- 
tion of from forty-five to sixty million 
documents annually. When we con- 
sider that last year over $750,000 was 
expended for the printing and distri- 
bution of these publications, a proper 
distribution to an equitable propor- 
tion of our farmers would cost in the 
neighborhood of $6,000,000 per annum. 


“The Year Book last year was re- 
ceived with favor all over the country 
and the demand upon us for copies 
was unequal to our supply as Con- 
gress allowed us to have 35,000 of tne 
500,000 printed. The balance the 
members distributed themselves. The 
annual appropriation for this book 
does not come out of the agricultural 
funds, but is provided for especially 
by Congress. This amounts to $300,- 
000 for printing and binding. An offi- 
cial of the Post Office Department in- 
formed me that this book alone cost 
the government in the neighborhood 
of $125,000 for postage and transpor- 
tation. Mr. Wilson, our Secretary, is 
opposed to a measure placing a price 
upon the agricultural publications, be- 
lieving it to be too stringent, but 
there is no doubt but if Congress 
were asked to appropriate $6,000,000 
for publications of the Department of 
Agriculture, there would at once be a 
howl of dismay come from that body 
Over the enormity of such an expen- 
diture.” 


Plow your manure under as soon 
as spread. In an Agricultural De- 
partment experiment with fodder 
beets followed by wheat grown on 
plats on which in one instance manure 
was plowed under as soon as applied 
while in the other, it was spread over 
the surface of the ground and allowed 
to lie for two months during the win- 
ter before being plowed under, showed 
conclusively that the former method 
is a saver of plant food. 


An experiment in Russia with green 
manuring was made in order to com- 
pare the availability to higher plants 
of the nitrogen of green manure with 
that of nitrate of soda, various kinds 
of animal manures and other nitro- 
genous fertilizers. In small pots of 
sandy soil, oats were sown, the nitro- 
gen being applied from nitrate of soda, 
liquid manure, fresh horse manure, 
rotted horse manure, fresh cow ma- 
nure, blood meal and green manure. 
The largest crop secured was from 
the pot on which green manure was 
applied, the other fertilizers being 
effective in this order viz: nitrate of 
soda, blood meal and liquid manure. 
The horse manure did not increase 
the yield, the cow manure dimin- 


ished it and the decrease was very 
marked where fresh horse manure

Evergreens. 

A northern Iowa 
asks: 

“What evergreens would you recom- 
mend in this locality for quick 
growth?” 

There is no evergreen that is a very 
rapid grower. Either the white pine 
or the Scotch pine make a satisfact- 
ory growth if properly planted and 
cared for. Everything depends on the 
quality of the trees selected and on 
the care which is given them after 
planting. First, we would not plant 
any evergreens that had not been 
grown in a nursery and transplanted 
two or three times, and would prefer 
them from a foot to eighteen inches 
high. We would not plant until about 
the time that growth is beginning. We 
would take care that they were 
brought from the nursery in the best 
condition and planted without the ex- 
posure of the roots to the air. 
As soon as they were removed from 
the package, we would dip them in 
thick muddy water, then plant, and 
be careful to give the roots a good 
spread so as to have them in as nat- 
ural a position as possible, then pack 
the earth around the roots as closely 
as possible, not, of course, when over- 
wet. 

We would not plant closer than 
eight or ten feet in the row, the rows 
twelve feet apart, and would then give 
the trees thorough culture, preserving 
a mulch of dry dirt on top until the 
last of June and would mulch then 
with dry straw or coarse manure. We 
have planted our evergreens in this 
way and not lost over five per cent in 
the planting; in fact, there is no ne- 
cessity of losing even that many if 
the stock is right in the first place. 
and proper care is exercised in plant- 
ing and cultivating. Cultivate the 
second and third years the same as 
the first. In this way evergreens 
make almost, if not altogether, as sat- 
isfactory a grove as ash. In fact, on 
one farm we planted evergreens five 
or six years after an ash grove, side 
by side, and the evergreens are today 
about as tall as the ash. 

The mistakes in planting evergreens 
are in not selecting trees that have 
been nursery grown and transplanted 
two or three times. Next, in not cul- 
tivating and mulching properly. Per- 
haps the worst mistake is in planting

too close. We planted one grove of 
about one hundred trees eight feet 
apart in the row, rows eight feet 


apart, putting the trees in the second 
row opposite empty spaces. We made 
a mistake and one of the rows should 
now be cut out, being hedged on the 
other side by ash. We would, there- 
fore, not put the rows nearer than 
twelve feet; in fact, one row of ever- 
greens cared for in this way will in 
a few years make a perfect wind- 
break, whereas, if planted closer, the 
lower limbs will drop off and the winds 
sweep in between the trees. 

It is not known generally by farm- 
ers that the Scotch pine, or Riga pine, 
can be pruned easily by simply pinch- 
ing off the top of the last year’s 
growth so as to make them as thick 
in foliage as desired and thus greatly 
increase their value as a wind-break. 


Dewberries—Bean Weevil. 

A correspondent writes: 

“We have a small patch of dewber- 
ries which has been set out for a num- 
ber of years and which has yielded 
but few berries as yet. The vines 
have become matted together so that 
it is almost impossible to do anything 
with them. What berries we have had 
were much larger and nicer than black 
berries, and if by proper care the vines 
can be made to bear, and so arranged 
that the fruit can be easily picked we 
should be very glad for some good 
advice on the subject. Some have told 
us that the vines should be supported 
by a trellis or frame but we find that 
they winter kill more easily in this 
way. I should like to ask also if 
there is any way to prevent or become 
rid of the bean weevil. We _ have 
found them very troublesome the past 
few years.” 

We recommend that our friend try 
the following method of caring for his 
dewberries. As soon as the plants are 
uncovered in the spring set a post at 
each end of the row and then stretch 
a wire betwéen them, driving in stakes

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The Potato Question. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

Does O. C. A. (issue Feb. 7) know 
that deep cultivation cannot be prac- 


ticed in a dry season without injury 
to the crop? Why? Because in stir- 
ring the soil with a cultivator the 


moist dirt from below is loosened and 
brought to the exposure of heat and 
wind, the latter being the greatest of 
all evaporators, particularly when 
heated, thus in a very dry season al- 
lowing the soil to dry out just as deep 
as it has been loosened. Again, it is 
not advisable, except in wet seasons to 
ridge any hoed crop. Why? Suppose 
after one has ridged his field a heavy 
rain should fall and compact the soil— 
then two or three weeks of dry, hot 
weather should ensue, the condition of 
the soil is such that the moisture is 
brought to the surface by capillary ac- 
tion and is lost by evaporation in less 
than a week of summer temperature. 
It would be far better to leave the field 
practically level and before a crust 
forms loosen the surface with some 
quick working implement that will 
leave a fine, loose mulch an inch or 
two in depth. I plant potatoes in fur- 
rows, if not on an extensive scale, by 
plowing furrows three feet apart after 
the ground is thoroughly prepared, 
with an ordinary stubble plow, drop 
the seed in the loose dirt that falls 
into the furrow and press it into the 
soil two Or three inches deep with my 
foot: after a week or so I run a 
smoothing harrow lengthwise of the 
furrow, which kills the weeds starting 
on the ridges between the rows and 
rolls enough dirt into the furrows 
to smother the small weeds starting 
there and at the same time leaving a 
covering of fine soil as a conservator 
of moisture. This practice is contin- 
ued until the surface is level, when 
the potatoes are usually three or four 
inches above the surface. Each har- 
rowing covers them a little deeper; 
then cultivate until the tops are large 
enough to shade the ground, thus in- 


suring more moisture than could be 
had if exposed to the action of sun 
and wind. This is not exactly what 
is recognized as the New Potato Cul 
ture, by E. S. Carman, one of our 
greatest authorities in horticulture, 


but is a method practiced by my father 
in 1869 when he left the mercantile 
business for the farm. In reviewing 
there is one point I have missed which 
is, surface cultivatien kills weeds, but 
deep cultivation brings buried 
too deep for germination, to the sur- 
face where the most favorable germ- 
inating conditions exist, and are left 
to grow after the cultivation ceases

There has been an article on potato~ 


growing in two recent issues of 
your paper. I could not raise potatoes 
if I were to take their advice and adopt 
their plans. 

O. C. A. gave some good advice when 
he said have the ground “fine,” but not 
good advice when he said to plow only 
about six inches deep and plant po- 
tatoes not more than two and one-half 
inches deep, and never plow potatoes 
after the vines begin to bloom. I have 
been growing potatoes for five years 
and never have failed as yet in get- 
ting a good crop. 

Last year, you remember, we had a 


potato famine on acc of the ex- 
tremely dry summer. d a good 
crop. Put in five acres and ‘raised 65 


bushels per acre; hauled them to my 
nearest town, which is two miles, and 
got $1.00 per bushel, cash. Two years 
ago I sold my potatoes at 50c. Three 
years ago raised 200 bushels per acre 
and sold at 25c. Four years ago sold 
at 65c, and five years ago at 45c per 
bushel. You can see the potato crop 
will average about $50.00 per acre per 
year. 

| always do my own work in the po- 
tato patch, except digging time, when 
| hire a boy to help me. I always use 
cornstalk ground to plant potatoes on. 
Break and rake the stalks and burn 
them; as early as the ground is in 
good working order I cultivate and 
harrow, thus preventing ground from 
forming a crust and getting hard. 
Five to ten days before I wish to plant 
I take three horses, not ponies, and 
my 16-inch plow and plow the ground 
10 inches deep, if a little deeper all the 
better. Have my harrow in the field 
ready to hitch to and harrow up to 
the plow every half day; slant the 
teeth a little and ride the harrow so 
there will not be any clods escape tne 
harrow. Aiter plowing and _ going 
over with the harrow this way I turn 
and go the other way, riding my har- 
row all the time; the ground is now 
like a garden. 

I use an Aspinwall planter to plant 
with, and plant from the 25th of May 
to the 10th of June, and plant about 
4 inches deep. When planted deep the 
roots reach down to moist dirt and 
keep vines green when dry weather 
comes, and we always have a dry spell 
some time before the potatoes are ma- 
tured. Just as they are coming 
through the ground, I make a drag out 
of my harrow and smooth the ground 
over, and in two or three on go in 
with cultivator and plow as close to 
potatoes and deep as possible, and then 
I slant harrow teeth at an angle of 52 
degrees Or about that, and harrow 
again, leaving the ground nearly level 
alter first plowing. I might say here I 
never stop to uncover a hill. Two 
more good plowings will do the work 
in any ordinary year and your ground 
will be clean. Last year I plowed five 
times. Don’t stop because your vines 
are blooming. Keep on plowing as 
long as you can get any dirt to the 
row and vines do not grow up too 
rank and blow over to bother. I turn 
front shovels to throw dirt from the 
row and back shovels to throw it in. 
You will find after three or four plow- 
ings there will be plenty of loose dirt 
in row for potatoes to grow in, and 
ridge enough to dig all right. 

In most varieties of potatoes they 
grow near the surface of the ground 
and make their growth very quickly, 
in about two weeks time; therefore the 
importance of plenty of loose dirt in 
the row.

nights, but at the Lick Observatory 


the observers work part of every night 
from May until November, when the 
weather is favorable. A practical as- 
tronomer must understand every part 
of the observatory and the apparatus 
which is very delicate and accurate. 
Besides he must be in good physical 
condition, never nervous or anxious 
when taking observations, but serene 
and confident, so says Dr. Holden, a 
former director of Lick Observatory. 
And now, my dear Mrs. Thomas, as 
Uncle Henry could not answer you, 
I have tried to tell a little of the work 
necessary to success in studying the 
heavens; and in return, hope to hear 
from you again on some questions 
or thoughts that relate to the home.

Filling for Furniture.—Mix together 
two gallons of plaster of paris, one 
pint of flour, one ounce of powdered 
pumice stone and prepared chalk; 
add one-half gallon of boiled oil and 
one gill of Japan drying. 

To Give Wood a Finish.—Give it a 
coat of shellac varnish, which any 
competent druggist can prepare for 
you, and when it is thoroughly dry, 
apply a coat of furniture varnish. 

To Remove Varnish.—Wash with 
strong amonia, rub with a bunch of 
hair, then rinse with clear water, dry, 
polish with sandpaper and apply the 
new coat. 

To Remove Dry Paint.—Tie a swab 
to a handle of some kind, wet the 
swab with oxalic acid and rub the 
paint with the spot. 

Varnish Shellac.—Put shelac into a 
bottle, pour in enough thirty per cent 
alcohol to cover it; cork tightly and 
put ina warm room. Shake occasion- 
ally, and if not dissolved in three days 
add more alcohol. This is a good 
varnish for almost anything, and will 
dry in half an hour. 

To fasten the marble tops of fur- 
niture to wood use a cement made of 
four parts each of pitch and brick 
dust, or chalk, and one part beeswax. 
Warm this before using and apply a 
thin coating to the surface to be 
joined.

Two Good Recipes. 
To HEARTS AND HOoMEs: 


As a rule, the farmer’s table is but 
poorly supplied with the relishes that 
his city brother considers absolutely 
necessary, and yet there is no good 
reason why he shouldn't have as much 
of everything, more especially when 
so large a proportion of his table sup- 
plies comes from his own garden. The 
dweller in cities must buy his catsup, 
pickles, chow-chow, jellies, etc., but 
the farmer's wife may make all these 
things, if she will, and have them 
much more palatable than a majority 
of such food purchased at the stores. 

I know one farmer’s wife who 
makes quite a nice sum, each year, 
from the sale of just such things as 
these, and her made mustard is con- 





sidered something extraordinary. This 
is her recipe: Pour four tablespoon- 
fuls of the best English mustard into 
a bowl, and pour over it two teaspoon- 
ful of salad oil, pouring it slowly and 
rubbing the mustard with a spoon un- 
til it is all absorbed. Then add 
enough good, sharp vinegar to make 
a stiff, smooth paste; after that add 
two teaspoonfuls of salt, one of white 
pepper, two of white sugar and a 


| small garlic pounded into a pulp.

wetting with vinegar, a few drops at 
a time, so that, when done, it is of 
the consistency of caks batter. Then 
beat it hard for fully five minutes, 
and put it into wide mouthed boitles 
like those in which horseradish is 
sold for table use. Cover it with a lit- 
tle salad oil, cork the bottles tightly, 
then put them in a cool place. It 
will keep for weeks, and is ready 
for use in two or three days. 

This same woman makes the most 
delicious macaroni—an article of food 
that should be found in every farm 
kitchen, yet which is seldom’ seen 
there because it is not considerea one 
of the essentials, when purchasing 
groceries, and there are few farmer's 
wives who know how to make it. 
My friend makes it as follows: Sift 
flour in a little heap on your mould- 
ing board, then make a hole in the 
middle of it and break in two eggs; 
then, with the aid of a very little 
warm water, work the egg and flour 
into a smooth, stiff paste; roll it out 
into the thinnest of sheets sprinkling 
a little flour on each one, then cut it 
into any desirec forms, and put it 
away in a cool, dry place for three 
or four hours. It is then ready for 
use, and is extremely delicate. 

When the macaroni has_ become 
perfectly dry, it is put into tight cans, 
where it is kept until needed. Use 
as directed in any of the recipes for 
cooking macarori. It is nice when 
baked with cheese, or when stewed 
with tomatoes, or when used as thick- 
ening for coups. Indeed, there are 
many good ways to cook macaroni, 
and it forms a nice change from the 
vegetables which usually form the 
side dish on the farm table.

Spiced Beef. 
To HEARTS AND HOMES: 

Here is a good recipe that will be 
appreciated by the women who live 
on farms where the butchering for 
home consumption is sometimes done 
in warm weather, making it neces- 
sary to care for the meat promptly 
lest it spoil. To about twenty-five 
pounds of the round of beef, cut into 
pieces suitable for roasts, take three 
ounces of saltpetre, two pounds of 
brown sugar, one ounce each of cloves 
and allspice, one nutmeg, a teaspoon- 
ful of cayenne pepper. Beat all until 
fine, then rub it thoroughly’ over 
every side of the meat, being careful 
to remove the bones, and touching 
with the mixture every part otf 
the meat that came near them. Keep 
the meat in a dish that has a nicely 
fitting cover and turn it every day for 
at least a week before using any of it. 
It is best when it has stood for be- 
tween three and four weeks. Before 
baking it, cover it well with a crust 
of flour and water or milk, rolled 
fully half an inch thick. That is to 
keep the flavor of the meat from es- 
caping. Pour a little water into the 
baking pan and let the meat cook very 
slowly for several hours. It is best 
to be sliced and eaten cold, and the 
crust should not be removed until 
it is done steaming.

The Oleo Bill Passes the House. 

After a prolonged contest, the oleo 
bill, or rather the anti-oleo bil, 
passed the House by a vote of 162 to 
118, or a majority of 44. During the 
contest some important amendments 
were added which we think improve 
the bill very much. 

One provides that the original pack- 
age law shall not apply to the oleo 
trade; in other words, that oleo, when 
it comes into a state in original pack- 
ages, becomes subject to the state 
law; that states shall not be prohib- 
ited from the manufacture and sale 
of oleo; that any person who sells or 
furnishes oleo for the use and con- 
sumption of others, except to his own 
family and guests thereof without 
compensation, who mixes any ingred- 
ient or coloration that causes it to 
look like butter of any shade of yel- 
low shall be a manufacturer of oleo 
and subject to the tax of $600 a year 
imposed upon manufacturers. ‘The 
object of this is to prevent hotel and 
boarding house keepers from buying 
cheap, uncolored oleomargarine and 
coloring it in resemblance of butter. 

A tax of ten cents per pound is 1m- 
posed on colored butter oleo, while 
the uncolored is subject to a tax of 
one-quarter of a cent a pound. 

The most important amendment is 
that which provides that the Secre- 
tary of Agric ulture shall cause a rigid 
sanitary inspection to be made of ren- 
ovated butter factories, inspect the 
product, and cause it to be branded 
and sold as renovated butter. We are 
glad that the opposition secured the 
introduction of this amendment. Next 
to oleo itself, the greatest foe of legit- 
imate dairying has been renovated, or 
what is called “process” butter. This 
is the country butter traded to mer- 
chants fer goods. The best of it fs 
sold to the town trade, but the worst 
is dumped into any old box or barrel 
in the back part of the store and sold 
to the renovating butter factories, 
which melt it, let the salt and what- 
ever else will fall to the bottom, then 
churn with cream or fresh milk, color 
and brand it as creamery butter. This 
can not be discovered by chemical 
analysis, nor does it come within the 
scope of the state laws against oleo, 
because it does not contain any for- 
eign substance. 

Many of the men who have been 
fighting oleo have been mixed up 
with this snide business and there- 
fore it is both poetic and_ sub- 
stantial justice to the butter eating 
public, that process butter is put un- 
der practically the same regulations

as oleo and the twin frauds compelled 
to pass for what they are. It will be 
a difficult matter, however, for the | 
agents of Secretary Wilson to find 
their way into the cellars where this | 
latter fraud is being prepared to palm 
itself on the public. It is to be honed 
now that this bill as adopted will pass 
the Senate and become a law, thus 
closing up every possible loophole of 
fraud.

About Ensilage. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

Seeing some inquiries 
silos and ensilage, we are tempted to 
touch some of the points inquired 
about, not to give specific advice but 
in a general way. 

Each point would merit an article 
and we would advise anyone going to 
build a silo to get some of the books 
published on the subject. We have 
put up ensilage every year for over 
fifteen years. Never having seen a 
silo outside our own until last year, 
we had our knowledge to gain en- 
tirely from reading and experience. 
Each year has taught us something of 
advantage and showed us mistakes of 


concerning 


horse power with 26 foot elevation, 
more power will not harm, In Wis- 
consin, where nearly everyone puts up 
ensilage, several neighbors own a ma- 
chine together and thus one machine 
fills all silos, making machinery in- 
expensive. Our silo is 20 feet in diam- 
eter, 34 feet deep, capacity about 200 
tons. This year with our new cutter 
we worked at the filling seven days. 
But we stop at 5 P. M. and only put 
in about the same time in the fore- 
noon. Corn was cut’ with binder, 
three teams and three men hauled in, 
one man in silo, one man at cutter and 
engineer. This was not enough help 
to keep eutter going. With two more 
men to help load and full days, think 
we can fill in less than half the time.

We can approximate the number ot 
cattle of any kind which a pasture will 
carry. For example, it requires of 
the average Iowa pasture about two 
acres per head for steers weighing 
say 1,200 pounds. We had a pasture 
one year which pastured one head pei 
acre of mixed cattle from May until 
October, and besides pastured from 
two to four head of horses over Sab- 
baths and at nights, and some 25 or 
head of hogs. This, however, was an 
unusually fine piece of land thorough 
ly set with clover, blue grass, and tim 
othy, and in a very favorable season 
The farmer who knows his grass can 


guess pretty accurately about how 
many cattle it will carry during an 
average season. 

There is not much difference in the 
pasturing of cattle and horses per 
thousand pounds of live weight, and 


the pasture that will maintain a thou- 


sand pounds of live weight of horses 
or cattle will carry about eight hun 
dred pounds of sheep, but the sheep 
will probably make more gain in 
weight per acre than the cattle. With 
hogs it is entirely different. The hog 


is not wholly a grass eating animal, 
nor can it with its small stomach 
eat enough grass to fatten as rapidly 
the farmer desires or profit 
usually requires. The hog has a great 
er capacity for consuming and digest 
ing food than any other class of live 
stock. Professor Henry has determin 
ed that pigs of 38 pounds weight wil! 
eat six per cent of their weight in 
srain per day, while a 450 pound hog 
can eat only two per cent. As grass 


as as 


is 90 per cent water, and grain ten 
per cent, the hog would have to eat 
nine times as much grass as grain 


per day to do much more than main- 
tain his weight, it will be seen that 
the hog would have to consume about 
40 pounds of grass per day. We there 
fore, think it is not profitable to un- 
dertake to run hogs of 150 pounds 
weight through on grass. On good 
blue grass pasture and good clover 
pasture, they would gather the food 
of support and make some gain, but it 
would be much better for our corres 
pondent to put part of his land in 
peas and oats and part in early field 
corn, part in early sweet corn. and 
give his hogs as early as possible some 
grain rather than undertake to run 
them through on grass.
